Jeffersonville, Ga., December 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Never before in the lurid history of 
erime in Twiggs county has a tragedy oc- 
curred so bloodily repugnant in detail, so 
herribly fascinating in startling develop- 
ments, as the affair in which the parlors 
of the Califf home were converted into 
butcher pens. 5 

The crime in all of its nauseating, gory 
details was related in The Constitution of 
this morning, but the broad light of an- 
other day and the calmer, investigating 
state that the mind takes on after receding 
from scenes so bloody, has brought to light 
new and unlooked-for developments, thaf 
foretell that the tears of the women of 
Twiggs will flow again over this miserable 
occurrence.

Washington, December 16.—A caucus of 
the populist members of the house of repre- 
sentatives was held at the National hotel 
tonight.

**Resolved, That we are opposed to ary 
schame of enlarging the powers of nationa) 
banks; that we oppose the conferriag of 
the power to issue notes designed to have 
the same functions as money to any bank, 
corporation or individual. 

‘Resolved, That we favor the early con- 
sideration and passage of a joint resolu- 
tion recognizing the independenee of the 
Cuban republic. J 

‘“‘Resolved, That we are in favor of the 
ear:y passage of an equitable voluntary 
bankruptcy bill.”’

Kansas City, Mo., December 16.—When 
the river steamboat Arabia sank fn the 
Missourt river. near Parkville, Mo., over 
forty years ago, her cargo included 165 bar- 
rels of whisky.

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GORMAN AND BUSTIS. 
ARE FOR TAMMANY 


The Meaning of Richard Croker’s Visit 
Te Washington. 


GETTING EVEN WITH HILL 


The Ex-Democrat Was Too Personal in 
His Criticisms. 


; CREATING A CIVIL SERVICE PENSION LIST 


That Is the Meaning of the Recent Or- 
der of the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 


Washington, December 16.—(Spectal.)— 
With Croker in town for a day, we have 
had a rehash of the political gossip that 
has been keeping the people of New York 
interested since the municipal election, 
with here and there something new to add 
spice to the whole. : 

The purely municipal phases of this gos- 
sip can have but little Interest to us outside 
of the be municipality; but there are 
certain other things In the talk that do 
: interest the country at large, and Washing- 
ton im particular. 

Muck Interest in Murphy. 

Croker was the guest of Senator Murphy 
during the day and night he spent here, 
and although he and Murphy declare the 
talk was of everything else than politics, 
they meant it had been of nothing else 
than politics. Croker is very much inter- 
ested in the political future of Senator 
Murphy, who, having been called a me-too 
to Hill, is naturally anxious to come back 


‘to the senate and show that he is the tail 


to no man’s kite Murphy is a frank and 
honest fellow, true as steel, and the stanch 
friend of Tammany as well as of the Tam- 
many boss. Murphy has, since he came to 
the. senate, built up a real following in the 
upper part of the state, and now he has 
something to give in return for Tammany’s 
aid when he asks for it. 

Then he has other close ties with Tam- 
many. Hugh Grant, the most popular man 
in the hall, and perhaps in many respects 
its best representative, is Murphy’s son-in- 
law. Grant and Croker are close friends, 
and if the boss were not as warm in his 
friendship for Murphy, he would be ready 
to espouse his cause for Hugh Grant’s sake. 

No Love for Hill. 

Much. of the scheming that is now going 
on within the ranks of the victorious dem- 
ocracy is with a view to Murphy’s future. 
There is no man fn the party who will op- 
pose Murphy—that is, no man of promi- 
nence—except David B. Hill, and Croker 
has no use for Hill. When he went abroad 
and it looked as if he was going to make 


Frill was“pretty ‘Séveré Th HiS“critscfams of 
Croker. On several occasions*he went out 
of his way to make fun of the many 
boss on the Engl'sh turf, and when Hill 
wants to say something severe he is not 
shy of the powers of sarcasm and invec- 
tive. 

Naturally this talk of the man he had 
helped s¢ much reached the ears of Croker 
and, naturally again, he was sore. How 
much he had done -for Hill is known to 
every observer of political events. This 
treachery of Hill explains Croker’s sarcas- 
tic reply to some one who asked him if 
Hill was still a leader: “I did not know 
he had ever been a leader!’ And tt explains 
why Tammany is to a man back of Mur- 
phy, and will be to a man opposed to Hill 
if he offers to show his head again. 

They Want Gorman. 

One purpose of Croker’s visit was to see 
Senator Gorman. He wants Gorman in 
New York. He wants the Marylander there 
to stand for Tammany in state conventions 
and to do what politicians call the outs'de 
work. To this end Gorman ‘has been offer- 
ed the presidency of a fidelity and casualty 
company, in which Croker and his friends 
are interested. Hill was always used as 
leader on the floor of conventions, and 
Croker knows the value of a man of brains 
in that capacity. There are of course many 
brainy fellows among the younger men of 
Tammany, but the New Yorkers figure it 
out that to have a national figure like Gor- 
man would be greatly to their advantage. 

Croker points out to Gorman that h’s 
power in Maryland must necessarily be at 
an end and if he wants to cut a figure in 
politics he must go elsewhere. Of all 
places, New York is the most fascinating, 
and under the offer held out by Tammany 
furnishes the most attractive opportun!- 
ties. Gocman has not decided what he 
will do. But as the duck takes to the fish- 
pond so do the inclinations of the Mary-- 
land leader lead him to the field of politics. 
I think it a good guess to say that he will 
in the end give affirmative answer. 

Eustis To Take a Hand. 


Another national figure mentioned in this 
same connection is ex-Senator and ex- 
Ambassador Eustis, who has taken up his 
home in New York. Eustis as ambassador 
commended himself to the American peo- 
ple because he had no trace of Bayardism 
in his make-up. He is a strong man, and 
will be one of the star men in the Tam- 
many processton hereafter. Eustis has not, 
however, the political acumen, the ability 
to handle men, that Gorman has. With 
them both and with the power of the Tam- 
many organization at their back, they 
would form an invincible team. 

It was to consult with Murphy and to 
sound Gorman that Croker came. He didn’t 
talk—Croker never does. He says Le is

_ Creating Civil Pensioners. 

The first real step toward the creation of 
that necessary adjunct to the civil service 
law—a civil pension list—has been taken 
at the treasury department. The order is- 
sued by Secretary Gage placing «ll clerks 
over seevnty years of age on a upriform 
salary of $900 a year can be construed as 
nothing else but a pension. Of course there 
has heen a howl from those wh? kre re- 
duced; but the alternative of reduction or 
dismissal comes.home to these people and 
thev will not attempt to kick.

UNIFY QUARANTINE 

THROUGHOUT LAND 
Atlanta Chamber of Compares Secures 
| Unanimous Action, 


REGULAR ORDER SUSPENDED 


Ex-Governor Bullock and Mayor Col- 
jier Present Matter to Board of Trade. 


RESOLUTION IS SHORT AND TO.THE POINT 


Philadelphian Wants a Permanent 
Tariff Commission Established 
by the Government. 


Washington, December 16.—(Special.)—The 
Atlanta chamber of. commerce delegation 
secured unanimous action tiday on the res- 
olution for uniformity in Quarantine regu- 
lations. . 

The regular order of the meeting was 
suspended to allow ex-Governor Bullock 
and Mayor Collier to present the matter to 
the convention, and after this had _ been 
done the resolution was unanimously 
adopted. This reads as follows: 

“Resolved, That we recommend such leg- 
islation by congress as will uhify the quar- 
antine regulations for protection against 
imported dangers to health in such manner 
as to give the least possible hindrance to 
trade and travel consistent with safety.”’ 

The resolution was worded In this way, 
So as to permit of no clash by those who 
believe the states should control quaran- 
tine regulations. 

The Atlanta party will be here until Sat- 
urday morning. 

Mr. Elliott, of Philadelphia, read a paper 
in favor of theseestablishment of a. perma- 
nent tariff commission. A resolution urging 
upon congress the creation of such a com- 
mission was adopted. 

Mr. Eckert, of Chicago, on behalf of his 
committee, presented a report intended to 
correct the evils of the sale of mixed flour. 
The report fayored the adoption of such 
legislation as will define the manufacture, 
Sale, importation and export and exporta- 
tion of flour. The report was adopted 

Mr. Thurber, of New York, presented a 
report that congress amentid the interstate 
commerce lgw so as to permit pooling by 
railroads under the supervision and con- 
trol of the interstate commerce commission 
to the end that unjust diseriminations may 
be prevented, and responsible, uniform and 
stable rates be estabfished. 

A majority report on. this resolution was 


in behalf of four members of the commit- 
tee, strongly opposing the pooling propo- 
sition. The resolution pre¢ipitated a dis- 
cussion which lasted am hour or more, un 
der the ten-minute rule, Mr. Vallandingham 
and others from the west taking strong 
grounds against it. - | 


The Pooling Proposition Adopted. 

The advocates of the pooling proposition 
were practically unanimous in faVor of it 
only when placed under the supéfvisirm and. 
absolute control of the in etstate : 
commission. which. .she.A-*"have ‘absolute 
power to revise and corregt excessive rates 
of other eyils that might ‘come to its at- 
tention. , 

The resolution favoring pooling, as sub- 
mitted by Mr. Thurber, of New York, was 
finally adopted by a two-thirds vote. 

The remaining resolutions, that’ greater 
uniformity in the classification of freight 
is necessary, and that the interstate com- 
merce commission should, if necessary, be 
empowered to formulate and make effective 
such a classification; that the national 
board of trade deprecate all movements 
looking to the government ownership of 
railway lines, but advocate a wise, firm and 
continuous supervision over the operating 
and management of these great agencies 
in all matters affecting their relations with 
the public in the conduct of interstate com- 
merce; that the national board of trade re- 
effirm their approval of the bill known as 
the anti-scalpers bill. 

At 2:30 o’clock the board, by invitation, 
made a call on the president at the white 
house.

Speeds Prince Henry On His Yoyage To 
Chinese Coast. 


TELLS HIM TO BE RESOLUTE

FLEET LEAVES KIEL FOR THE ORIENT 


If Battles’ Follow on Chinese Soil the 
German Emperor Will Sustain 
His Marines. 


Kiel, December 16.—The German cruisers 
Gefion and Deutschland sailed for Chinese 
waters this morning. The harbor presented 
an amimated picture. The jshores were 
thronged with people, afd a number of 
naval officers occupied the Barbossa bridge. 
Prince Henry entered his launch and was 
vociferously cheered as the boat left the 
shore. 

Emperor William, in admiral’s uniform, 
appeared alone at the castle gate, saluted 
the officers and boarded a launch, He re- 
ceived an ovation. 

The Deutschland anchored opposite the 
castle, hoisted the imperial standard as his 
majesty stepped on board, and then hoisted 
the war flag. The Deutschland slowly got 
under way, Prince Henry and the other 
princes on her bridge. As she passed the 
other vessels drawn up in a line as far as 
Bellevue, hurrahs were . exchanged, the 
crews manned yards and guns thundered 
forth salutes until the Deutschland dis- 
appeared in clouds of powder smoke from 
the gazing spectators.

M. DAUDET DIES SUDDENLY. 


Was Dining with His Family When 
Heo Was Stricken. 

Paris, December 16.—Alphonse Daudet is 
dead, 

M. Daudet expired at 8 o’clock tonight. 
He was dining with his family and was in 
excellent spirits, when he wus seized with 
@ sudden syncope. Physicians were sum- 
moned, but he died almost immediately. 


Alphonse Dandet was bern at Nimes, of 
poor parents, May 13, 1840. After studying 
in the Lyceum in Lyons he became an 
usiier in a scgooil at Alais, aud da.d ine 
drudgery of thdt calling tor two years. 
In lsd/, with his brotner Ernest, he went 
to faris to try to gain a livelihood by 
literary pursu.ts. His nrst pubbcation was 
a volume of poems enritied ‘““Les Amour- 
euses,”” which appeared in 1868 and won 
for him a reputation that led to his em- 
pioyment on several newspapers. ‘The 
Figaro opened its columns to a description 
of ‘“‘Les Cueux de Province,’’ in which he 
depicted with extreme earnestness the m.s- 
eres and sufferings of the ushers in pro- 
vincial schools. : 

He next published ‘La Double Conver- 
sion,’’ a poem, which was followed in 1863 
by ‘“‘Le Roman du Chaperon Rouge,” a 
collection of articles that had appeared 
originally in The F.garo. 

He wrote with success, 
conjunction wth M. Ernest Lepine, two 
pieces, ‘‘La Derniere Idole,’’ which was 
presented at the Odeon in 1862, and ‘‘L’Oeil- 
let Blanco,’ which was presented at the 
Comejie Francase in 1865. He was pri- 
vaté secretary of the Duc de Morny, presi- 
dent of the corps legislatif, from 1861 to 
1865, inclusive. Then he made seéver.l at- 
tempts toa write for the theater, but the 
results were decided failures. It was while 
writing under the name of “Baptistct,”” or 
under his real name. novels, tales and 
newspaper articles that he achieved hi's 
real popularity. Among these publica:iqws 
were: 

“Tartarin de Tarascon,’’ ‘Les Roi in 
Ex').’’ “Les Femmes D’Artestes.’” ‘Jack. 
Histoire D’Un Ovuvrier.” “Le Petit Chose.” 
“L’Evangileste.” ‘“‘Contes du Lundi,” ‘Les 
Contes Chosis,’’ “Le Nabab Moeurs Par's- 
iennes’’ (in which he described the private 
life of the Duc de Morny): “Sappho,” his 
best work; “Fromont Jeune et Risler 
Aine,’’ “Numa Roumestan,” ‘La _ Bello 
Nivernaise.’’ “‘Tartarin Sir Les Alpes.”’ 
which, with ‘“‘Tartarin de Tarascon,’ al- 
ready mentioned, constitute the fantastic 
trlogy of which Tartarin is the hero. 

In 1875 the French academy awarded him 
the Jouy pr ze for ‘‘Fromont Jeune et Ris- 
ler Aine,’” which was successfully drama- 
tized in the following year by M. Alpnons 
Belot. M. Dandet was long connected with 
the Journal officeil, whose theatrical de- 
partment was made under his charge.

At first the people refused to 
place any credence in the report, but when 
they found it was true, horror and indig- 
nation were generally expressed. 

Dr. Hayward, a physician of Charing 
Cross hospital, says: 

“lt found Mr. Terriss just inside the door, 
near the stairs, where he was lying, with 
Miss Millward supporting his head. His 
vest and undergarments were open, and 
there was a large piece of ice on the wound 
directly over the heart. He was breathing 
heavily. After I examined the wound, I 
saw there was no hope for him and ‘that . 
death must ensue almost immediately from 
the extensive internal hemorrhage. 

“He was not quite conscious and writhed 
once or twice. Miss Millward kissed him 
and said, ‘Don’t you know me?’ but no 
reply came except the ejaculation, ‘Oh, 
my God!’ with a convulsivg movement of | 
the lower limbs. Then he lay still until 
he gasped once and d.ed.”’ 

The murderer gives the name of R'chard 
Arthur Prince, but he was known at the 
theater as Archer. His wife has been em- 
ploeyed there as a dresser. Since he left 
the Adelphi, Archer has several times; bég- 
ged aid from the different theatrical funds 
of whose committees Mr. Terriss was a 
member. 

. Terriss had been staying at the Hotel] 
Cecil and today he attended a meeting of 
the Theatrical Benevolent Fund. Archer, 
it appears, who is well educated and @ 
good singer, has been I.ving in mean lodg- 
ings in the neighborhood of Buckingham 
palace. He had often been assisted finan- 
cially by Terriss and other members of 
the Adelphi, but of late he had become so 
importunate that Mr. Terriss had referred 
him to the Actors’ Benevolent Fund, 

All the morning papers contain editorials 
expressing the deepest sympathy, abhor- 
rence of the outrage and eulogizing the 
talents of the deceased actor. They print 
columns of memoirs, reminiscences and 
critical reviews of his work. 

The utmost gioom filled all theatrical 
clubs and resorts on the arrival of the 
gad news tonight. 

The understudy of the deceased actor tells 
a curious story of how last night be 
dreamed that he saw Mr. Terriss lying on 
a landing surrounded by a crowd and ray- 
ing. He says: 

“T told my colleagues this morning and 
could not get the horrible dream off my 
mind the whole day. Judge of my hor- 
ror on arriving at the theater tonight just 
as the deed was perpetrated. I believe 
that but for the police the crowd would 
have lynched Archer.” 

Another member of the Adelphia com- 
pany says the assassin was known at the 
theater as ‘“‘“Madascher,”’ and that when or- 
dered off the premises last night he mut- 
tered ‘“‘Not yet.” , 

The body was removed to the Charing 
Cross hospital mortuary at 1 o’clock this 
morning. The assagesin shows no signs of 
insanity. He appeared to giory in his vic- 
tim’s death, but soon calmed down in the 
cell. 


William ‘Terriss was born in London 
October 18, 1851, and came of an excellent 
family. His father was a Kentish county 
gentleman, and his mother a sister of the 
celebrated historian of Greece, the late 
George Grote. Terriss was a nom de the 
ater, the real name of the deceased actor 
being William Lewin.

“hicago, December 16.—A new element in 
the Luetgert case, involving the old fight 
between union and non-union labor, was 
jtaiected in the course of today’s proceed- 
ings in the isuetgert trial and may cause 
jthe work of securing a jury to be begun 
‘anew. 

At the opening of court counsel for the 
defense challenged, for cause, Henry Boas- 
‘berg, the last man selected to hear the 
evidence, alleging that he was intensely 
host le to tine defendant. 

Boasberg boasts of the fact that he is 
not a member of any union. He is a press- 
Iman in the employ of a job printing es- 
tablishment which is in trouble with the 
unions, and some time ago was set upon 
by men alleged to be union workers. They 
threw red pepper in his eyes and for a 
itme it was feared that he would lose 
‘his sight. Boasberg was chosen as the 
twelfth juror in the Luetgert trial at a 
time when state and defense had each 
but one peremptory challenge remaining. 
He was accepted by the defense with a 
certain degree of reluctance. 

An affidavit from Albert J. Mallory, a 
un-on pressman, formerly engaged by the 
firm which employs Boasberg, was pre- 
sented, in which the affiant declared that 
on no less than a dozen occasions Boas- 
berg expressed himself as being in favor 
of a rope for Luetgert. 

The charges against Boasberg madre a 
sensation in the courtroom. Besides the 
testimony of Mallory several of the fellow 
workmen of Boasberg were heard, and at 
the conclusion of their testimony a recess 
Was taken. Luetgert was furious as he 
left the courtroom, and said that if he 
had never committed murder before he 
would do it then could he lay hands on 
Boasberg. 

When the afternoon session was called 
Judge Gary called Boasberg before him, 
ave him the alternative of resigning from 
the jury or of being discharged. The juror 
refused to resign and was immediately 
discharged. The defense waived its claim 
to the right to discharge the other mem- 
bers of the jury, thus removing the danger 
of another long tieup. A panel of 100 
eniremen was ordered by the court and 
he attorneys for the state and the de- 
fense will tomorrow attempt to secure an- 
Other juror.

The next morning 
Green went out to feed the stock, accom- 
panied by Morgan, who soon returned to 
the house, saying Green had gone to set 
his traps. While the young women were 
bugy with the breakfast Morgan picked up 
a “hatchet and assaulted Matilda Pfost, 
striking her twice upon the head. She ran 
into the porch, while Morgan turned upon 
Alice Pfost and felled ther with the hatchet. 
Morgan left Alice to quiet Matilda. Alice 
managed to get out of ‘the house, and it 
was afterwards solely on her information 
that identity of the murderer was Known. 

Morgan forced his way into the room of 
old Mrs. Green. and after a desperate 
struggle on her part, slashed her to pieces 
with a hatchet. James Green’s mutilated 
body was found near a corncrib. Morgan 
was shortly afterwards captured in the 
woods. 

A few days ago he escaped, but was re- 
captured. Morgans correct name was John 
T. Raines. 

His father killed his wife’s lover some 
years ago and was himself killed by an 
officer who was in pursuit of him. 


DO NOT ANTICIPATE TROUBLE. 


Mexico Vill Request British To Leave 
Clipperton Island. 


City of Mexico, December 16.—Some time 
ago when it was rumored that a British 
warship had seized Clipperton island _ lo- 
cal papers took the matter up and there 
was agitation over the reported forcible 
occupation of Mexican soil. The foreign 
relations department asked the war de- 
partment to send an expedition to the is- 
land to investigate if the British really 
had taken possession. Four days ago the 
corvette El Democrata, Captain Leofolic 
Genesto, left Mazatlan for the island. 

Should it prove true that the island which 
Mexico claims as belonging to her hag 
been seized by the British, the matter wil. 
be taken up diplomatically for the pur- 
pose of recovering the territory. Mexic 
will formally request the restoration of 
the islands. No one here expects any se- 
rious difficulty over the matter, and there 
is as yet no official information-in posses- 
sion of the government regarding the al- 
leged seizure of Clipperton. 

At the foreign relations department to- 
day it was said that the obiect of the ex- 
pedition was not warlike, but merely te 
ascertain the true condition of affairs. The 
same thing was said at the war depart. 
ment. ‘There is no disquietude over the 
matter here. Tne newspapers, however. 
are likely to make much of the seizure if 
it turns out to be a fact, for there is a 
sentiment among the Mexican people thar 
Engiand unjustly acquired Belize, or Brit- 
{sh Honduras from this country.

ARK IN BAD SHAPE 


State Examiner of Alabama Makes Sen- 
sational Report. 


FEED ACCOUNTS ARE WRONG 


Money Collected for Prisoners’ Food 
After They Departed. 


THE AMOUNT DUE NEARLY TWO THOUSAND 


When Asked About the Discrepancy 
Sheriff Always Trumped Up 
Some Excuse for It. 


Montgomery, Aba., December 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—State Examiner Purifoy today re- 
ported to the governor that on investiga- 
tion of the affairs of the office of the 
former sheriff, W. B. Gibson, of Lee coun- 
ty, it developed that the ex-official was 
del'nquent to the state $1,781 with interest. 
The report develops some facts of a sen- 
sational character. It says: 

“The excesses noted embrace days col- 
lected for which are shown in the-sher.ff's 
paid feed accounts to have been prior to 
commitment or after discharge from jail. 
I note especially two who had been con- 
victed and senténcead to hard labor for 
the county, where the sheriff continued to 
collect fees from the state treasury for 
feeding them a month each after they had 
left the ja.l, and two other cases in wh.ch 
forfeitures against defendants’ bail were 
t4xen when the sheriff's feed accounts 
pa.d by the state show that he has col- 
lected fees for feeding sueh prisoners for 
continuous periods before and after the 
date of such forfeitures. It was a pretty 
common thing for the sheriff to collect 
fees for feeding prisoners after they had 
been let out on bond or the’r cases had 
been disposed of in court and the prisoners 
discharged.”’ ; 

The examiner reports that the former 
sheriff left meager records of his accounts; 
that he left no books with copy of feed 
accounts, etc., as required by haw; that 
the jail register had been incorrectly kept, 
and that no gatisfactory information could 
be obtained from any of the ex-sheriffs 
records. 
The examiner reported that when these 
instances were called to the attention of the 
ex-sheriff, he suggested that they wers 
cases from justices of the peace and on 
demand for names of justices he had given 
the name of a dead justice and one living 
one. The docket of the living one showed 
only one defendant who was committed 
to jail. This one remained in legal custody 
but three days, and the sheriif’s feed bill 
account showed he had collected feed bills 
for her for twenty days. The dockets of 
the other justices in Opelika fa'led to show 
any record for agy other prisoner for 
whom he had collected. The developments 
came as a surprise to Mr. Gibson’s friends.

that Savannah's place on the ecnast and 
Augusta’s near the coast had the same 
practical effect, none of them showing the 
conditions in @ great section of the state 
Macon was differently situated and would 
fill the want. 

Director Moore, of the weather bureau, 
took the request under consideration and 
had an examination made. The: result is 
that in the estimates he has submitted 
to the appropriations commiitee of the 
house and which have the approval of the 
gecretary of agriculture, he recommends 
the establishment of a stat’'on at Macon. 
So Macon stands a good chance for get- 
ting on the weather maps. There may be 
a fight over the necéssary appropriation 
by the economists on the republican side, 
whe fight everything that can help the 
south, but the Georgia senatorg and rep- 
resentatives are going to make a hard 
fight to get the necessary appropriation.

That document 
will soon be here, and as it covers the 
subject fully it will be valuable to senators 
and others. 

“I hope soon,” said Mr. Wolcott, ‘‘to 
make a statement concerning the work of 
the monetary commission. Quite naturally 
the statement I shall make will be unofli- 
cial, but it will contain some information 
that may be of interest and value to the 
senate. 

“As I have been absent from the country 
about nine months, I have not since my 
return, on account of an accumulation of 
business, been able to prepare such a state- 
ment as I should like to make to the sen- 
ate. If the senators will permit, the gques- 
tion might go over until after the recess, 
when, about the middle of next month, 
shall be able to discuss the subject.” 

Mr. Wolcott asked, and the senate or- 
dered printed, a speech delivered by M. 
Meline in the French chamber of deputies 
on the 20th of November Iast, in which he 
dealt at considerable length with all sub- 
jects bearing upon bimetallism. ~ 

‘“‘Meline shows,”’ said Mr. Wolcott, “‘that 
the steady depreciation of prices of agri- 
cultural products is due solely to competi- 
tion between gold, and silver countries.” 

(Mr. Allen, of Nebraska, the author of the 
resolution, said he was not disposed to 
press it at this time, if the senator from 
Colorado (Mr. Wolcott) desired to speak 
upon it at a latter day, but he thought that 
the matter ought to be cleare@ away. 

In response to an inquiry Mr. Wolcott 
said he did not think the commission had 
any intention of making a report at this 
time, and as a matter of fact, he did not 
know when the report would be made. 

‘There is no desire upon the part of any- 
body,” said Mr. Wolcott, “to prolong the 
negotiations after all hope of success has 
disappeared. No member of the commis- 
sion would delay for an hour the announce- 
ment of its decision after a decision, one 
way or the other, shall have been reached.’’ 

Mr. Allen said he had always been satis- 
fied that international bimetallism was a 
dream—an ideality that would never be 
attained, but he was willing to afford the 
commission all reasonable latitude. He 
asked that the resolution go over until the 
15th of next month and it was so agreed. 

The executive session lasted an hour and 
then at 3 o’clock the senate adjourned. 


TO FEED THE YUKON HUNGRY. 


Baiiey and Cannon Have Interesting 
Debate Over It. 


Washington, December 16,—The house to- 
day passed a bill appropriating $175,000 for 
the relief of the people who are in the Yu- 
kon river country and also the bill passed 
by the senate yesterday to prohibit pelagic 
sealing by American citizens. 

In the course of the debate over the lat- 
ter bill there was some exceedingly caustic 
criticisms of the course of our Bering 
sea negotiations, past and present. 

Mr. Cannon, republican, of Illinois, 
brought forward the bill for tMfe relief of 
the miners in the Klondike region and Mr. 
Sayres, democrat, of Texas. and Mr. 
Bailey, democrat, of Texas, spokc in favor 
of it. 

Mr. Cannon submitted to the feause a 
statement prepared by Dr. Sheldon Jack- 
gon, one of the agents of the commissioner 
of education, whe was in the Klondike re- 
gion as late as September 15th, that there 
would be no suffering as far up the river 
as Fort Yukon, but that the food supply on 
the Yukon would not last beyond March, 
and he indorses the recommendation of the 
secretary of war that food be sent in by 
reindeer via ea. Mr. Cannon’ said: 

‘““‘Whether these miners were in American 
or British territory, whether they are 
American or British subjects, if they are 
starving, it did not become the American 
congress to hesitate about voting them re- 
lief.’’ (Applause.) 

Mr. Bai.ey said he had never been able to 
be charitable out of the public funds. He 
believed charity ought to be voluntary and 
he had never voted for relief funds to those 
stricken by fire or flood. But-he realized 
that distress appealed to the hearts of all 
and he would not protest against a bill de- 
signed to relieve that distress.

THE MONGOLIAN PHEASANT. 


A Remarkable Bird Recently “Intro- 
duced Into This Country. 

In a recent article in “Recrea:ion,” a 
sporting magazine, G. M. Miller, of Eu- 
gene, Ore., tells of the Mongolian pheasant 
which was introduced into Oregon about 
twenty years ago from China and which 
has attracted the attention of hunters 
throughout the United States. The bird is 
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not found anywhere in this country except 
on the Pacific coast, but they re being 
gradually introduced eastward, and several 
parties in Georgia have ordered some of 
the birds for the purpose of breeding them 
here. 

Mr. Miller says of this interesiing bird: 

“It was introduced into Oregon by Juage 
O. N. Deming and has multiplied until, in 
the prairie sections of western Oregon, it 
outnumbers any other game bird. The rea- 
son of the great increase probably iies in 
the fact that it hatches two broods, of six- 
teen to twenty, each season. When the 
chicks are about three weeks old the hen 
turns the family over to the care of the 
cock, she laying again. The cock is not a 
Mormon, in any sense of the word. He se- 
le ‘es one hen, and ‘forsaking all others 
cleaves unto her.’ Hence, to breed tiese 
birds successfully it is essential that a 
cock be provided for each hen. 

“The Mongolian pheasant is a. prairie 
bird and is seldom found in or about the 
timber. He likes the tall grass, ferns, 
wheat stubbles and low bushes, such as the 
wid rose and the buckbrush. After the 
young birds reach full growth they do not 
congregate in large flocks, as do the prairie 
chickens, but are found alone, in pairs, or 
in small flocks of fivé or six. They feed on 
grain, insects and green vegetables, such as 
red clover, cabbage, etc. These birds are 
great favorites with sportsmen. The mag- 
nificent plumage of the cock almost rivals 
that of the peafowl in beauty. His prevail- 
ing colors are gold and bronze, with touches 
ef black. He also has a clear white ring 
about the neck. The head and upper half 
of the neck havea bluish green of change- 
able shade, similar to that of the mallard 
duck. 

“The pheasant gives out a stronger scent 
than the blue grouse or the prairie chicken, 
and lies better to the dog. During the open 
season, September ist to December ist, an 
hour’s drive in any direction from Bugene 
will bring one into the shooting grounds. 
The law limits a shooter to twenty birds 
each day, but this number is often killed 
in a few hours. The accompanying picture 
shows the result of two hours’ sport, within 


| an hour’s drive from Eugene. 


“With suitable inclosure and a roason- 
able amount of patience, these birds can be 
successfully propagated anywhere if the 
climate be not too severe. They cannot be 
tamed or domesticated. After months of 
captivity they are as wild as when first 
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taken. They are ‘game’ first, last and all | 


the time. 

“The flesh of the Mongolian pheasant is 
almost as white as that of the domestic 
chicken and has a pronounced ‘gamey’ 


flavor, much appreciated by all lo

By careful microscopic examination it has 
been found that ivory consists of millions 
of infinitely small cells, or tubes, filled with 
a giue-like suhgtance. To the dense and 
regular disposifion of these cells, calling 
to mind the construction of honeycomb, 
ivory owes that truly wonderful elasticity 
which is not equaled by any other sub- 
stance. It is easier to produce material of 
greater elasticity than ivory by means of 
India rubber, or of less by compressing 
certaiy mixtures of organic matter; but @ 
material that possesses the true elasticity 
required for billiard balis has not yet been 
found on this globe, and can never be pro 
duced artificiality. The afore-mentioned 
tubes are grouped in such a manner as 0 

resent to the eye a series of curved lines, 

nding from the center to the periphery, 
thus producing that beautiful grain pec 
liar to elephant ivory alone. The cut

Macon, Ga., December 16.—(Special.)—An 
effort was made tonight by friends of Mr. 
W. M. Gordon to check the proceedings 
against him in the United States court by 
making a full settlement for all alleged 
shortages in the funds of the Progress 
Loan. Improvement and Manufacturing 
Company, of which he was secretary and 
treasurer. These friends met in the offices 
of Bacon, Miller & Brunson, attorneys for 
Mr. Gordon. The opposing counsel, Messrs. 
Marion Erwin and Joseph Fried, by invita- 
tion, were present to confer regarding the 
settlement of the case as proposed. This 
movement to settle comes after exceedingly 
sensational evolutions of the case which 
occurred this afternoon, Judge Speer hav- 
ing granted an order placing the personal 
property of Mr. W. M. Gordon in the 
hands of the receiver recently appointed 
for the corporation of which Mr. Gordon 
had been secretary and manager. Mr. 
Merrill Callaway, ag receiver, left Macon 
thie afternoon to take charge of Mr. 
Gordon’s property in Perry, Ga., which, 
by the way, was suddenly covered yes- 
terday by a mortgage in the interest of 
the Exchange bank of this city for $12,000, 
Mr. Gordon has other properties and busi- 
ness investments here, and all of these 
are now in the hands of the receiver for 
the Progress Loan, Improvement and Man- 
ufacturing Company. 

This summary action of the court was 
In response to a very formidable amend- 
ment to the original suit filed this after- 
noon by ‘Messrs. Marion Erwin and Joseph 

» Fried, counsel for complainants. This 
amendment renews with ingreased forcé 
the fight on Mr. T. C. Burke, president 
of the erstwhile corporation, and charges 
that he fraudulently signed his name as an 
officer of the company to bogus stock cer- 
tificates, which was a part of the alleged 
scheme of Burke and Gordon to freeze out 
the minority stockholders. This is the most 
sensational charge yet brought against Mr. 
Burke. 

The document filed this afternoon further 
charged that the capital stock of the 
company has been trimmed down to about 
$30,000, when it had been $100,00). The claim 
ig made that it will require about $50,000 
to meet the shortages due to fradulent 
methods of management so that the stock- 
holders can catch even in liquidation. It 
would appear from this that Mr. Gordon’s 
friends will have to rake up $50,000 to 
take the matter out of court, and even 
then there is speculation as to whether 
Judge Speer will allow the exceedingly 
sensational charges of fraud to pass. Mr. 
Gordon is still amenable to the court on 
the charge of contempt for not producing 
certain books of the company. He has

MR. ERWIN’S HOUSE BURNS. 


At Midnight the Elegant Residence 
Was Badly Gutted. 

Macon, Ga., December 16.—(Special.)\—The 
elegant residence of Mr. Marion Erwin was 
partially dstroyed by fire tonight. The 
residence, which is one of the most elegant 
and substantial in the city, located at the 
corner of Second and Walnut streets, was 
discovered ablaze at 12 o'clock. The fire 
was seen by the watchman at the engine 
house, and before any alarm was turned 
in, the department was on the way. 

The fire was in the roof, and was burning 
fiercely when the firemen reached the 
scene. But little of the contents were 
Saved, as tthe fire had made considerable 
headway before discovered. Mr. Erwin’s 
library was badly damaged and the furni- 
ture was badly wrécked. 

Sir. Erwin, who is one of the most prom- 
inent citizens of Macon, is the United 
States district attorney in Judge Speer’s 
court, and has been vigorously aiding im the 
investigation relative to the alleged mis- 
management of the Progress Loan, Im- 
provement and Manufacturing Company. 
The case has been the sensation of the 
week in Macon. 

Mr. Erwin was asked if he thought the 
fire of incendiary origin. He replied: 

“I have wothing to make me think this. 
The fire, however, was in the roof, and 
evidently originated in the attic. But, 
then, there has been no ite in that part of 
the building tonight.’’ 

At 10 o’clock last nieht Mr. Erwin was 
present at a meeting which was held by 
the friends of Mr. W. M. Gordon, at which 
an effort was made to compromise the 
case and have it settled out cf the court. 
At that hour Mr. Erwin left the meeting 
and went home. He read for quite a while, 
then retired, sleeping soundly until he was 
awakened by the fire. He ran out into the 
street to turn in an alarm, when he heard 
the department coming. 

The building, which is two stories and an 
attic, is badly burned, and will probably be 
@ total loss except the first story. The sec- 
ond story and the attic and roof have been 


burned away. At 2 o’clock the fire is about 
under ccntrol.

‘Athens Feels Safe. 
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SAVANNAH’S FIRST DREDGE, 


A New Departure in the Matter of 
Ship Building. 

Savannah, Ga., December 16.—(Special.)— 
The big suction dredge, Port Royal, built 
in Savannah for the New York Dredging 
Company, was launched today from the 
foot of Houston street into the Savannah 
river. The flat is 125 feet long, 30 feet wide 
and 10 feet deep. With the house alone the 
structure cost $10,000, and the company will 
put $65,000 worth of machinery into her, 
making a plant of $75,000 value. This dredge 
will be used in doing the dredging in front 
of and leading up to the Port Royal dry 
dock, for which the contract has been 
awarded to the New York Dredging Com- 
pany. The value of the work to be done 
is about $159,000, or just about double the 
cost of the dredge. This is a new feature 
in shipbuilding in Savannah, and _ will 
doubtless lead to other enterprises of the 
same kind. 


Large Vessels at Savannah. | 


Savannah, Ga., December 16.—(Special.)-— 
The British steamship Ranza arrived in 
port today consigned to the Georgia Ex- 
port_ and Import Company. The Ranza is 
the iargest steamship that ever came to 
Savannah. Her tonnage is 3,434, or about 
400 tons more than any other similar vessel 
that Fas ever taken cotton from this fort.

Be Hanged at Jefferson. 


THEIR LAST NIGHT .ON EARTH 


Both Mer. Inspect the Wearing Appr - 
rel in Which They Will Die. 
‘ 


ONE QUITE COOL AND THE OTHER NERVOUS 


Execution Will Be Private and Sher- 
iff Brezelton Will Pull the Trig- 
ger at 11.30 O'clock. 


Jefferson, Ga., December 16.—(Special.)— 
Bud Brooks and Grady Reynolds are sleep- 
ing their last sleep on earth and unless 
something unforseen occurs by the noon 
hour tomorrow, the murder of Merchant 
Hunt will have been aveng2d by the bodies 
of the two murderers shooting through the 
trap of the uncanny gallows now awaiting 
the werk for which it was erected. 

Both men looked upon the setting sun 
this evening through barred windows, fully 
realizing that the next sunset would cast 
the shadows of the headboards marking 
their last resting places. Both sought their 
prison bunks tonight to secure such rest 
as comes to one who can fathom the future 
as well as they could at that time. 

But the rest that comes to the partners in 
crime is quite different. One sleeps sound. 
ly, apparently ignorant of the doom hang- 
ing over him, while the other tosses rest- 
lessly on his cot, frequently moaning and 
bewailing his position. Outside the cell 
door of each sits a guard, while around the 
ail is a patrol placed there by Sheriff 
Brazelton. 

Brooks has shown since his arrest that 
he is afraid of the death which will be 
meted out to him tomorrow. All through 
the day he was nervous, but toward noon 
he began to show some nerve and finally 
astonished every one by asserting that he 
was réady to go. At the noon hour he was 
asked what he wanted to eat, and within a 
short time had made way with a meal libe- 
ral in its proportions and inviting in its 
compostion. Then he smoked a cigur and 
chatted with those in his cell, apparently 
braved up to the point most murderers as- 
sume when ready for the scaffold. And so 
it moved along with him until late in the 
afternoon, when Sheriff Brazelton, at the 
cell door, asked him what kind of clothes 
he wanted to die in. This proved a stunner 
to Brooks, and the old quaking fear came 
back. He argued the question with the 
sheriff a little while, and when the suit of 
black was brought him it was with evident 
trembling he put his hands on it. As he 
tried it on he shook like an aspen, and in 
more ways than one showed he was afraid 
of his death. With the suit out of his 
sight, something of his courage came back 
and it was a good humor he showed when 
his two sisters, who had just reached town, 
came to bid him goodby. The meeting be- 
tween the two women and their brother 
was sad and pathetic in the extreme. The 
women stood the trying ordeal better than 
Brooks. They were more anxious to leave 
than he was for them to go. He almost 
clung to them when the time for parting 
came, and for some time after they had 
gone he sat in a corner of his cell silent 
and in an apparently deep study. Then late 
in the evening, when supper was brougnat 
him, he.expressed a desire that it be taken” 
away. Soon after dark he undressed and 
went to his couch, but sleep was slow com- 
ing to his eyelips and his naps were of 
short 
known by the groans from his cot. 

During the day the sheriff conversed with 
both men about the disposition of the bod- 
fes and touched upon their coffins. As the 
sheriff mentioned the coffin, Brooks sntver- 
ed perceptibly and throwing a beseeching 
glance at Mr. Brazelton, said: 

“Mr. Brazelton, I don’t want to see my 
coffin. Can’t you fix it some way so that [ 
won't see it? Please don’t let me see it.”’ 

The sheriff made the promise and a great 
sigh heaved the condemned man’s bosom. 

There was a marked difference between 
the’ manner in which Reynolds and Brooks 
bore themselves throughout the day. 

While Brooks was more or less nervous, 
Reynolds was stolidly indifferent to every- 
thing about him, He ate his breakfast 
with the same appetite he has shown since 


‘his incarceration and after the meal taiked 


pleasantly with those about him. At din- 
ner he ate somewhat sharingly, but when 
supper time came he asked for a box of 
sardines and ate them along with what 
was sent from the sheriff's table. He was 
not in the least despondent, judging by his 
manner and conversation, and when bed- 
time came he tossed over on his bunk, was 
soon sound asleep and slept the night 
through, except for a slight interruption 
about midnight, when I called him to his 
eell door. 

When his suit was handed him by the 
sheriff he examined it critically and there 
was nothing of the nervousness about him 
when he tried it on. He observed the fit 
and with something of a smile on his face 
told the sheriff he wanted a pair of slip- 
pers, giving the size desired. He heard of 
his coffin with the same inidfference he has 
shown al] through and said that he guessed 
it would be the end of him when he was 
put in it. 

Reynolds’s mother and sister called at the 
jail Wednesday to tell him goodby. The 
meeting necessarily was a sad one, but it 
was remarkable how he bore up under It. 
He was calm and cool throughout the time 
and tried to make it as light as possible for 
his mother. He showed them plainly that 
he was not afraid of the end and told them 
that he was prepared to meet his God. If 
such a thing as comforting could be ex- 
tended it was given by the man to the two 
women and not by them to him. 

Just*before midnight I called at the jail 
to see the two men. I found Brooks awake 
tossing upon his bed, and when J called to 
him he refused to leave his cot, saying: 

“T have made the last statement I ex- 
pect to make.”’ 

That was all that could be got out of 
him, except an occasional moan, 

Reynolds was sound asleep when I 
reached his cell door. He answered my 
call and getting off his cot came to the

The indications are that the town will be 
crowded with people tomorrow, nothwith- 
standing the fact that the hanging is to be 
private. 


A Story About Mrs. Burnett. 

The Bookman for December tells the 
folowing interesting story of how the cen- 
tral incidents of ‘“‘A Lady of Quality’’ were 
suggested to its author, Mrs. Frances 
Hodgson Burnett: 

Some friends of Mrs. Zatgnett who en- 
joyed her hospitality while on a visit to 
London, subsequent to the appearance of 
“A Lady of Quaiity,’” were curious to learn 
whether the famous old vault in the story 
had any substantial reality or was merely 
a tour de force of the imagination.

She lit a candle—the effect would be 
ruined, she explained, by any light but that 
of one solitary candle—and they went 
downstairs. As in most London| houses, 
the first floor is the dining room, \and be- 
low that is the kitchen and an elaborate 
system of pantries, housekeeper’s quar- 
ters, servants’ dining and sleeping rooms, 
ete. Passing through iong, narrow pas- 
sages, they left all this benind, and thelr 
guide opened a door, through which a sud- 
den chi.l draught of air struck them, near- 
ly extinguishing the candle. Mrs. Burnett 
closed the door behind them, and they fol- 
lowed her aiong what seemed an inter- 
minable winding passage, with cold stone 
under their feet. 

Mrs. Burnett opened door after door on 
one side and the other, holding the flicker- 
ing candle high to show one wine cellar and 
veult after another, bleak, empty caves 
stretching out in a mysterious labyrinth. 
Each one would seem to be the last, when 
the winding passage would ‘take an unex- 
pected iurn and another would open tefore 
them. Finally, by devious ways, they came 
to tne end. The passage terminated at a 
small cupboard door. Lifting the old-fash- 
ioned lock, they peered into the little trian- 
gular closet, and recoiled from its damp 
ehill. 

‘You must go in,” said the autocrat with 
the candle. 

Only one at a time could get in, but fol- 
lowing Mrs. Burnett they entered, turned 
sharply to the right, and beside the door 
opening into the closet, and quite con- 
cealéa by it, they saw another door.

Congress Made Up of Lawyers. 
From The St. Levis Republic. 

The preponderance of lawyers is especial- 
ly heavy in the membership of the present 
congress. Of the eighty-nine members. of 

he senate, sixty are lawyers of more or 
rt experience and renown. Of the 358 men 
who now sit in the house, 245 are members 
of the bar. The account of this score in 
the two houses stands thus: Lawyers, 305; 
all others, 142. In other words. some hing 
over two-thirds of the membership of both 
branches of congress are lawyers. There 
is one vacancy in each house at present. 

This preponderance of lawyers is one of 
the heaviest ever known. The history of 
the legislative branch of the government 
shows that members of the legal profession 
always have been particularly favored by 
the people in choosing lawmakers, and it 
would s:em, from the ordinary viewpoint 
of such matters, that the statutes ought to 
be so perfect as to need no interpretation 
by the courts. Yet Htigation is more flour- 
ishing in this country than in any other in 
the world. Nor does any other country in 
the world depend so much upon lawyers 
for the making of its laws as does this. 
The parliaments of Burope are not now, 
and, without notable exception, never have 
heen, so dominated by lawyers. Old world 
legislators are chosen from every depart- 
ment of activity. Laborers, artisans, musi- 
clans, artists, cab drivers, men skilled and 
unskilled in the professions abound in the 

arliaments of the other side of the At- 

ntic. And we do not hear that the laws 
of Europe are any less skillfully drawn than 
in the United States. iv:

Makes Informal Talk. 


Turning from his notes, Mr. Gage pro- 
ceeded extemporaneously as follows: 

“As to the first proposition—to commit 
the country more thoroughly to the gold 
standard, remove as far as possible doubt- 
less fears on that point and thus strength- 
en the United States both at home and 
abroad—I would say that the proposition to 
refund the bonded debt of the United 
States now payable in coin, into bonds 
bearing on their face a lower rate of in- 
terest and payable, principal and interest, 
in gold, a measure directed to that end. 
It costs nothing to the government what- 
ever so far as the refunding of it is con- 
cerned, except the expenditure necessary 
to print the bonds and do the clerical 
work. It takes ambiguity out of the rela- 
tions of the government to its creditors; 
it gives, I believe, a strength and security 
and power to the whoie commercial and 
industrial system of the United States and 
the measure as it is prepared here in the 
bill will, in my opinion, accomplish that 
object. The other measures which are be- 
fore you which I am now ready to be ques- 
tioned about have been drawn to accom- 
plish not only the objects named but the 
various purports already detailed by me. 
If they are wortby objects they ought to 
be recognized aha secured. If they are un- 
worthy objects they ought to be rejected; 
or if the manner of securing them is not 
a wise one, as I have outlined it, the man- 
ner ought to be rejected or reformed or im- 
proved.’’ - 

A wide range of discussion occurred on 
section 2 of the secretary’s bill. In answer’, 
to inquiries he said its general purpose waz 
be same as that set forth by the presi- 

ent. 

Mr. Gage said the only purpose of the 
bond section was to refund outstanding 
bonds, for low interest bonds payable in 
gold. This would not reduce the gross 
amcunt of the debt, but it would make a 
saving on interest which the secretary 
roughtly calculated at $10,000,000 annually. 
At present the government paid high rates 
on some of its bond issues. He thought it 
possible that. these could be taken up in 
time at a rate of interest even below 2 
per cent, Wak Sas praReONE 6 :Ne Ver cont

He Amends His Statement. 


The discuss.on brought from Mr. Gage 
another brief statemenc of the demand op- 
ligations of the United States. He said he 
spoke from the experience of a practical 
banker in saying that all the uemands 
against the government would not be pre- 
sented at one time. It was a tenet of bank- 
ing that all demands did not cOMe at once, 
If they did, the banks would not last jong. 
For that reason it was necessary only to 
provide aga.nst a smail percentage of the 
aqemand. Mr. Jordan, the sub-treasurer at 
New York, had said to him that all the 
trouble in redemption was caused by tne 
last $200,000,000 of demands. The secretary 
concurred in this view. If, therefore, $cUvU,- 
00,000 was set aside in a redemption tund, 
it would to a large extent relieve the de- 
mand, 

Mr. Newlands, of Nevada, argued that a 
contraction of the currency would occur 
under the se@retary’s, b.ll if the banks sur- 
rendered their notes and took the refunding 


| bonds which were proposed as a basis for 


the notes 

Mr. Gage conceded that this might oc- 
cur, but he thought the chances of it were 
excessively remote. 

Mr. Cox, @6f Tennessee, made the point 
that under the bill banks would get cir- 
culation up to the par value of bonds de- 
posited at a reduced rate of interest, while 
at the same time the government was to 
pay 2% per cent interest on the bonds 
which the banks got their circulation with, 

Mr. Gage answered that the proposal of 
his bill was but a first step. It had to 
recognize the fact that the national law 
provided deposits of bonds as the basis 
tor c.rculation. That being the case, he 
had deemed it wise as a first step to re- 
duce the interest on the bonds. When that 
desirabie end was accompl.shed further 
steps could be taken toward a withdrawal 
of the government’s guaranty for. bank 
note issues and the interdependence be- 
tween the banks and the government, 

In the course of h!s statement Mr. Gage 
said his bill would be supplemented at a 
later date by another measure carrying 
out the recommendation of the president 
that the secretary of the treasury be em- 
powered to borrow when circumstances de- 
manded $100,000,000 for a term not exceeding 
one year. This power,would not be exer- 
cised except at rare intervals, but it would 
have a steadying effect from the knowiedge 
it. gave the market that.the power existed. 
With this power to borrow in case of need 
and the measures provided by his bill, Mr. 
Gage said he would just as leave run the 
government finances aS to run any bank,

When the match wag made three months 
ago many good judges were of the opinion 
that McCoy would enter the ring a 2 to 1 
favorite, and the fact that the odds of 
only 10 to 8 are laid against the Austra- 
lian’s chances indicate the high regard in 
which he is held by the wise ones. 

Creedon and McCoy are as unlike in their 
style of fighting as two men could possibly 
be. The Australian is short and chunky, 
while the American is tall and wiry. 

Creedon is of the old school of boxing. 
He fights on the hurricane order and de- 
pends more on the force of fils blows 
than science to win a fight. He likes to 
fight at short range and his usual point 
of attack is his opponent’s body. He can 
hit a terrific blow. and the Australian’s 
friends believe that his ability to strike 
effectively will give him a victory over 
the “Kid."’ 

On the other hand, McCoy likes to fight 
at long range, and believes in bringing 
his opponent toward him gradually. He 
does not believe in taking chances and is 
not nearly so effective at in-fighting as 
he is at long range. McCoy’s style of 
fighting resembies Corbett’s.

The Georgia legislature passed into his- 
| tory this morning amid a whirl of enthusi- 
jasm and pyrotechnic oratory that made 

the statehouse visible and audible for many 

|miles in all directions. Whether the mem- 
bers were celebrating their success as legis- 
-jators or whether they felt that their de- 
lparture was an occasion for rejoicing is 
lnot in evidence. But in all it may be said 
that no legislature ever died quite so hard 
and with so ostentatious a death-struggle 
as did this one. 

Elsewhere is told the concluding debate 
upon the convict bill. Outside of the leaven 
jot discord which this measure threw into 
the closing hours of the session there were 
'@ score or more of other features sufficient- 
‘ly notable to warrant far more attention 
than amy newspaper is able to give them 
in the limited time which intervenes be- 
| tween the hour of adjournment and the 
‘hour of going to press. One event, how- 
lever, which stands out conspicuously and 
demands immediate attention, was the vig- 
orous, determined and effective defense of 


ithe legislature which was made by Presi- 


@ent Berner, of the senate, and by Speaker 
‘Jenkins, of the house, Both of them were 
| given valuable tokens of the esteem in 
‘which they were held by their fellow mem- 
‘bers, and in response to these presentations 
both took occasion to enter an eloquent 
and earnest protest against what they 
termed the indiscriminate and undeserved 
criticism of the general assembly. 
Legislature Defended. 

Tn the house Speaker Jenkins made a red- 
hot fight for proper recognition of the 
services performed by tbe lower body. In 
response to an eloquent address fram Rep- 
resentative Boynton, of Calhoun, he ac- 
cepted at the hands of the house a magnifi- 
(cent silver service, and in doing so he re- 
iviewed the work of the legislature with a 
'dlearness and intelligence which was more 
than significant. He made no mention of 
‘the newspaper attacks, but he pointed out 
the many measures of importance which 
had been considered during the session, and 
‘in vigorous language he asserted that final 
jaction on these measures had been taken 
jwith a degree of intelligence, patriotism 
‘and patience which would compare favor- 
lably with the work of any previous legis- 
lature. 

In the senate President Berner also tovk 
up the cudgel and he wielded it with no 
less vigor. He said in plain English that 
\the present session of the legislature had 
‘not only shown an irtellectual capacity 
that could safely be compared with other’ 
legislatures, but he went further and an- 
alyzefl the work accomplisked with a view 
to showing a net result on the side of the 
democratic majority. His speech was un- 
questionably the best that has been deliv- 
ered at the present session and its recep- 
‘tion awoke the echoes in the corners of the 
capital which have not been heard from 
Since it was built. ; 

Many Members Complimented. 

The lateness of the hour at which the 
real work of the legislature was done 
‘Makes it impossible to publish an adequate 
;account of what took place. This can be 
‘done later. It is sufficient to say that an 
alr of good fellowship reigned supreme and 
‘that nearly every member who has become 
conspicuous either by virtue of his own 
ability on the floor or because of his po- 
sition as the chairman of a committee 
Was remembered in the presentation of 
beautiful and useful gifts. In fact, nobody 
‘Was forgotten. 

Chairman Felder, the genial head of the 
feneral judiciary committee of the housc, 
Was the recipient of a cut glass punch 
bowl and glasses, presented by Represen- 
tative Jack Slaton in a feeling and elo- 
quent speech. He replied with equal feel- 
ing and eloquence. Between the members 
‘of this committee and its chairman a 
strong personal friendship has always ex- 
Asted and in spite of the fact that Mr. 
Felder has never had any previous legis- 
lative experience the members were unan- 
imous in saying that he had Jed that body 
in the accomplishment of work which met 
With the satisfaction of every member.

| Important Bills Acted On. 

As for the rest of the business done dur> 
ing the closing hours of the session, little 
need be ‘said. Every important bill under 
consideration was acted upon and_ the 
house served simply as an echo of the sen- 
ate, Representative Nevin’s resolution tio 
instruct the. senators and representatives 
in congress to work for the passage of a 
bill to elect United States senators by the 
people was passed. Representative Boi- 
feuillet’s bill, to appropriate $10,000 for the 
establishment of a textile department at 
the School of Technology, went through 
without an opposing vote. Representative 
Knowles’s resolution, pledging the state 
in favor of a national quarantine, was 
adopted with equal unanimity. The house 
put through Senator Berner’s b'll to enact 
&® new law affecting the federal tax on 
State banks. 

An army of other bills marched through, 
and one .of the occasional interruptions 
came on the committee report, which as-. 
Serted that the estate of the late R. U. 
Hardeman was not to be taxed for the 
$6,000 claimed to be due because of the 
collection of building and loan company 
fees which he accepted as state treagurer. 
By an overwhelming vote the house de- 
clined to receive and accept the Blalock 
committee’s report, but took instead and 
acted upon the recommendations made by 
the special committee. During its conclud- 
ing hours and while riot reigned in both 
houses a great many bills were passed, but 
it is impossible to do justice to these meas- 
ures when this is. being written, at 3 
O'clock in the morning, and neither house 
has yet adjourned.

Being a resolution con- 
veying @ personally popular idea, the au- 
thor thought that there would be no oppo- 
sition to the measure, but he was sadly 
mistaken. Every member of the house 
voted to show that they thoroughly ap- 
preciated every courtesy and kindness that 
the Fulton delegation had shown them. 
But they had no sooner done this than 
they proved that. they regarded the reso- 
lution as a very unfortunate mistake. 


Fulton’s Delegation Not Thanked. 


The speaker put the motion on the reso- 
lution and the majority of the members 
voted for its passage. Then Mr. Rlalock 
walked down the aisle toward the speak- 
er’s stand and demanded that the resolu- 
tion be again read. 

“IT am in heartfelt sympathy with the 
spirit of that resolution, but I am not 
prepared to say by my vote that every 
man has been wined by the Fulton dele. 
gation. I think that the word ‘wined’ 
should be stricken,’’ said Mr. Blalock. 

Mr. Boifeu:tiet, of Bibb, spoke directly 
after ‘Mr. Blalock. He said: 

‘T have not been ‘wined, dined and toast- 
ed’ by the gentlemen from Fulton, but I 
am willing to scatter flowers along their 
pathway, and will vote for that resoln-

Mr. Johnson, of Halli, now evidenced di- 
rect opposition to the resolution. He said: 

‘“T haven’t drank any of their wine, but 
I have enjoyed a very substantial repast 
by Mr. Felder as chairman of the general 
judiciary committee, and we all appreciate 
their kindness. But this is not a proper 
matter for legislation or resolution by the 
house.

Mr. Johnson, of Hall, afterwards moved 
to take the resolution off the table and 
pass it. He did this to prove that there 
was no reflection intended for the Fulton 
delegation. Mr. ‘Fdider, of Fulton, said 
he hoped Mr. Johnson would not insist 
upon passing the resolution then or at 
any future time. This ended the contro- 
versy. 


For New Judicial Circuits. 


The new judicial circuit bill, favored by 
the Savannah bar, providing for the crea- 
tion of a new circuit to be composed .of 
Liberty, McIntosh, Bryan and Effingham, 
brought on a lively scrap in the house at 
the morning session of the last day. 

The bill proposes that the four counties of 
the Eastern circuit above named be formed 
into a new circuit, and that Chatham 
county be constituted a circuit of itself to 
retain the name of the WBastern circuit. 
There was considerable argument on the 
bill, Mr. Whipple, of Dooly, moved to 
amend the bill by having another new cir- 
cuit created to be known as the Wiregrass 
eircuit and to be composed of Dooly, Col- 
quitt and Worth. The friends of the orig- 
inal bill fought this amendment, as they 
thought it would kill their bill. 

The amendment was, however, adopted, 
and the bill was put on its pas e bur- 
dened with two new circuits.. The load was 
too heavy and the bill was lost. Mr. Mel- 
drim at once moved to reconsider the bill. 
He stated that the bill had been killed be- 
cause of the amendment to create the 
Wiregrass circuit, and that Mr. Whipple 
had kindly agreed to withdraw the amend- 
ment and let the bill to relieve the Sa- 
vannah court go on its passage as original- 
ly drafted. 

Mr. Whipple then spoke in favor of the 
creation of the new circuit. On the pas- 
sage of.the bill the yeas were 103 and the 
nays 4. The first of the bills creating a new 
circuit was thereupon passed. 


Convict Bill Finished. 


The house took up the convict bill at 
11 o’clock to finish concurring in the senate 
amendments. The first snag was struck 
when the senate amendment was reached 
which provided that there should be no 
discrimination between the occupations in 
which the convicts shall be worked. The 
house bill provided that the convicts should 
be worked in certain avocations only, and 
that certain other lines of work should be 
exempted from the competition of convict 
labor. This forced the majority of the con- 
victs upon south Georgia, and the members 
of the house from that seetion voted almost 
solidly against the bill because ‘of: the 
amendment by Mr. Felder, which made the

HERE IS THE NEW CONVICT LAW 


JUST AS IT PASSED BOTH-HOUSES 


It Enacts Radical Reforms and Completely Wipes Out 


the Present System---What the New Commis- 
sioners Are Called Upon To Do and What 
Is Expected of the New Lessees. 


The following is an exact and official 
copy of the new convict law of Georgia 
taken from the enrolled bill which is to be 
sent to the governor for his approval this 


morning: 
Powers of the Commission. 


A bill to be entitied an act to create a 
prison commission for the state of Geor- 
gia; to define their duties, powers and 
cOmpensation; to provide for the pur- 
chase of certain lands, and for the erec- 
tion thereon of a penitentiary and ap- 
purtenances in which to Keep and mali- 
tain certain state convicts; to provide 
for the utilization. of convict labor 
thereon; to purchase property neces- 
sary to carry out said purposes; to 
provide for the hiring of certain con- 
victs; to abolish the offices of principal 
keeper and assistant keeper of the peni- 
tentiary and physician of the peniten- 
tiary; to provide an appropriation to 
carry out the purposes of tnis act; to 
place the misdemeanor convicts under 
the supervision of the commission; and 
for other purposes. 

Section 1. Tne assembly of Georgia do 
enact, that within thirty (30) days after 
the passage of this act, the governor 
shall appoint three (8) intelligent and 
upright citizens of the state, who shall 
be known as the prison commission of 
the state of Georgia, and who shall 
hold office until their respective suc- 
cessors are elected and qualified, as 
hereinafter provided. At the general 
election in October, 1898, one commis- 
sioner shall be elected, and at each 
folowing general election one commti!s- 
sioner shall be elected. The commission 
60 appointed by the governor shall cast 
lots and determine which of the said 
commissioners shall hold office until the 
general election in October, 1898, .wh:ch 
shall hold until the general election of 
1900, and which shall hold until the gen- 
eral election of 1902, or unti) their suc- 
cessors are elected and qualified. 


Term of Office and Salary. 


Sec. 2. Be tt further enacted, That the 
terms of. office of the commissioners 
elected by the people shall be for a 
period of six years. In case of any va- 
cancy, the same shall de filled by execu- 
tive appointment, and the commission- 
ers so appointed «hall ho.d their office 
unt:] the next regular election, 
until their successors for the remainder 
of their unexpired terms have been 
elected and qualified. The commission- 
ers shall elect one of their number 
chairman. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That be- 
fore entering upon the discharge of the 
duties of their office, each commissioner 
shall take the eath required by all pub- 
lic officers, and shall execute a bond, 
with good security, in the sum of five 
thousand do.lars ($5,000) payable to the 
governor of Georgia and his successors 
in office, conditioned for the faithful 
performance of the duties devoiving 
upon him, which bond shall be approved 
by the governor, and filed and recorded 
as other bonds. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That the 
commissioners shall receive as salaries 
the sum of $2,000 each per annum, and, 
in addition theréto, actual traveling ex- 
penses while in the discharge of their 
duties, which salaries shal] be paid as 
other statehouse ofiicers are now paid, 
and their traveling expenses by war- 
rants upon ‘itemized billjs. certified by 
the board and approved by the comp- 
trol.er general. 

Sec. ° Be it further enacted, That the 
commission shall have an office in the 
capitol, and such books, stationery. 
stamps and other office supplies as may 
be needed shall be provided = as 
such supplies are now furnished 
to the other” statehouse officers. 
They shall select a clerk, whose 
Guty shall be determined by the 
board, whose compensation shall not ex- 
ceed $1,200 per annum and actual trave.- 
ing expenses while in the discharge of 
his duty, and who shall hold office at 
the pleasure of the board. 


To Control Misdemeanor Convicts. 


Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That the 
commission shall have complete manage- 
ment and control of the state convicts, 
shall regulate the hours of their labor, 
the manner and extent of their punish- 
ment, the variety, quality and quantity 
of their food, the kind and character of 
their clothing and shall make such oth- 
er rules and regulations as will insure 
their safe-keeping and proper care; and 


to appoint such officers, guards and. 


physicians as may be necessary; pro~- 
vided that guards so appointed shall not 
receive a greater sum than $25 each per 
month, and the officers and physicians 
so appointed shall not receive a greater 
sum than $100 each per month, Provided 
further, That any person or corporation 
having hired any convicts under the 
provision of this bill, and failing or 
refusing to comply with the regulations 
of ‘the commission shall forfeit all rights 
under any contract of hiring, and in the 
discretion of the commission, and com- 
mission shall have power and authority 
to take from said hirer the convicts so 
hired, and return the same under the 
provisions of this bill. j 

The commission shall likewise have 
general supervision of the misdemean- 
or convicts of the state. It shall be the 
duty of one of the commissioners, or, 
in case of an emergency, an officer des- 
ignated by them, to visit, from time to 
time, at least quarterly, the various 
camps where misdemeanor convicts are- 
at work and shall advise with the coun- 
ty or municipal awthorittes working 
5 Bag in making and altering the rules 
for the government, control and man- 
agement of sald convicts; and in case 
the county or municipal authorities and 
such commission fail to agree upon the 
management, government or control of 
the same, the governor shall prescribe 
such rules; and if the county or munic- 
ipal authorities fail to comply with 
such rules, then the governor, with the 
commission, shall take such convicts 
from the sald county or municipal au- 
thorities, and deliver them to sOme oth- 
er county or municipal authority com- 
plying with the rules and regulations 
prescribed by the governor; and in the 
event no county or mu 1 authori- 
ties shall desire them, then they shal] be 
worked as the commission may desig- 
rate.

Insane Convicts To Be Provided For. 


Sec. 12. Ke it further enacted, That 
upon deit.ult in the payment of tne hire 
of the vonvicts as heretofore provided 
the comptroller general shall issue, in- 
stanter, an execution against the prin- 
cipal and his sureties tor the amount 
of hire due, together with al] interest 
and costs. In the event the said con-

punishment. 

House Stands by Its Guns. 

When this senate amendment was reach- 
ed Judge Boynton moved to disagree to 
the amendment. This brought on lively 
opposition. Mr. Dickerson, of Clinch, spoke 
for the senate amendment. He said that it 
discriminated against no section, but that 
the house bill had been nothing more than 
class and sectional legislation. Mr. Felder 
denied that the discrimination was section- 
al. After a half hour of heavily worded de- 
bate the vote was taken. 

Mir. Hall explained that this was not the 
Felder amendment; that that amendment 
was stricken later on. This effort to force 
the discrimination between sections and 
classes of labor was defeated. The next 
amendment taken up.was that which elim- 
inated the amendment by Mr. West, of 
Lowndes, providing that convict lessees 
may sublet the convicts with the consent 
of the prison commission. The house want- 
ed to get this amendment back into the 
bill. Mr. Charters, of Lumpkin, moved to 
disagree to the senate amendment. 

Mr. Hall, of Coweta, spoke on the 
amendment, and said that few people would 
like to lease the convicts if they were not 
given the right to sublet them in case of 
an emergency whereby the original lessee 
could not use them. He thought the iessees 
should be given the right to subhire the 
convicts where the commission gives it 
consent. 


The Right to Sublet. 

Mr. West spoke ably ard earnestly for 
getting in his amendment to give the les- 
sees the right to sublet. He said that a ca- 
lamity might occur whereby the lessee 
could not use the convicts, and if he did 
not have the privilege of subleasing he 
would have them on his hands as an ex- 
pense. 

Mr. Stone said he supposed Mr. West 
was a lessee of the Florida convicts, and 
making a great deal of money out of them. 
Mr. West jumped up and said angrily and 
hotly: 

“Now, if you mean to insinuate that I am 
working for myself or any one, you —.” but 
Mr. West was interrupted before he could 
finish by Mr. Stone, who hastened to ex- 
plain that he had intended no such insinu- 
ation. 

The vote was then taken on Mr. Charters’s 
motion, and the house decided to non-concur 
in the senate amendment and get the sub- 
lease idea back into the bill. This was the 
first of the senate amendments which was 
agreed to. 

The Felder Amendment. 


The famous Felder amendment was next 
taken up. The amendment provides that 
the convicts shall not be worked in iron 
foundries, cotton factories and machine 
shops. The amendment had been stricken 
by the senate, and Mr. Boifeuillet moved 
that the house non-concur in the amend- 
ment. He then made an eloquent appeal to 
the house to protect the three classes of 
free labor named in the Felder amendment. 

The aye and nay vote was taken, and the 
Felder amendment to discriminate in favor 
of three occupations only was allowed to 
remain dead by a vote of nays 66, ayes 39. 
The house then adjourned until 3 p. m. 

At the afternoon session the house re- 
sumed the consideration of the conv‘ct Dill. 
Mr. Boynton, of Spalding, resumed the 
fight on the question as to where convicts 
could be worked by offering an amendment 
providing that the prison commission shall 
avoid as far as possible hiring the convicts 
where their work will come in conflict with 
free labor, and that in no case shall con- 
victs be hired to work im shops or fac- 
tories where women or children are em- 
ployed. Mr. Hall, of Coweta, raised the 
point of order that Mr. Boynton’s amend- 
ment was to amend the senate amendment 
already concurred in by the house, and 
was, therefore, out of order. Mr. Boynton 
denied this. 

Mr. Dickerson, of Clinch, said that the 
amendment proposed by Mr. Boynton waa 


exactly the same as the Felder amend-, 


ment, which the house had voted down at 
She morning session. The Boynton amend- 
ment was voted upon and passed by a smal’ 
majority. The senate amendment as amend 
ed was then concurred in. 

: A Parliamentary Tangle. 

The point of order was raised that the 
concurrence in the senate amendment kill- 
ed Mr. Boynton’s amendmeat. A half-hour 
of parliamentary discussion demonstrated 
the fact that the house didn’t know where 
‘it was at.’’ and the house dec.ded to re- 
consider the amendment so as to start 
over again. When this was done Mr. Hall 
raised the point of order that Mr, Boyn- 
ton’s amendment was not in order because 
it. proposed to put new matter into the 
bill, which could not be done. Judge Boyn- 
ton said that under parliamentary law 
a senate amendment was amendable, 

The speaker ruled that Mr. Boynton’s 
amendment was germane and, was there- 
fore in order. Mr. Boynton’s amendment 
was adopted by a vote of 59 to 3. On mo- 
tion of Judge Boynton, his amendment 
was sent to the senate for consideratior. 

No Lunatic Penitentiary. 

The house k.lled the senate amendment 
providing for the keep‘ng of insane coli- 
victs on the convict farm. Mr. Copeland, 
of Walker, opposed the senate amendment. 
He said he did not think the state should 
establish another lunatic asylum. Mr. I'o- 
garty spoke for non-concurrence in the 
senate amendment. The amendment was 
not concurred in 

The last big fight over the concurrence 
in senate amendments came with an 
amendment to the last section of the bill. 
The senate amendment struck from the 
or.ginal house b‘ll that part which provid- 
ed that the income of the convict lease 
should go into the common school fund, 
The friends of the common schools fought 
the bill because they thought no money 
should be taken from the common school 
fund. They did not want the money used 
to build a central penitentiary. There 
was much talk, but the vote was finally 
taken, resulting in the concurrence in the 
senate amendment. 

The house then disagreed to the senate 
amendment providing for a central peni- 
tentiary. This was the third and last sen- 
ate amendment to which the house non- 
curred. The house then adjourned until 
night, after finishing the convict bill. 


A Beautiful Address. 

At 11 o’clock the most touching incident 
of the day’s session occurred. Mr. Boyn- 
ton, of Calhoun, on the part of the mem- 
bers of the legislature, presented to Speak- 
er Jenkins a handsome silver table service. 
Mr. Boynton made a very eloquent speech 
of presentation. Speaker Jenkins in his 
address of thanks and farewell to the 
general assembly made one of the most 
touching speeches ever heard in the legis- 
lature. He thanked the house for its pres- 
ent and for its kindness to him during the 
time he has been speaker. 

The feeling and earnest speech moved 
many of the members to tears, and the 
speaker himself shed tears when he bid 
the house for the last time farewell. 

The senate messenger came into the 
house at 10 o’clock and announced that 
the senate had refused to accept the West 
amendment and the Boynton amendment 
and had ‘nsisted upon its own amendments. 
Nothing was done with this at the time. 
The house liter passed a resolution to 
have a coméerence committee appointed 
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keeper of the penitentiary, and the of- 
fice of physician of the penitentiary 
shall be abolished. , 
Sec. 16.

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A Long Step Forward. 

The result of the southern gee 
convention, which has been in sessi 
in Atlanta, is chiefly significant in the 
encouragement it gives to those who have 
demanded currency reform on the line 
of principles enunciated in the demo- 
cratic platform; not that the bankers 
eonvention has indorsed the demands of 
that platform as regards the currency, 
but because this representative meeting 
of southern bankers has joined in em- 
phatic action in the contention that 
the present federal currency system is 
rotten to the core, and in the demand 
that it must be changed. 

As to the demand for state bank is- 
saas, The Constitution‘s position cn 
this question is so vvell known that it is 
needless to empaasize our approval of 
the declarat' ms of the convention on 
this point »“ The democrats of the south 
have t~artily advocated state banks, 
whit'indorsing the time-honored demo- 
cratic principle of. bimetallism, as de- 
clared for in the national platform of 


the party, and in the well established rec- } 


ord of the party as made through its rep- 
resentatives in congress, and the demand 
for which is more urgent today than it 
has ever been. 

The action of the bankers’ convention 
indicates that a change of sentiment 
has taken place among prominent bank- 
ers and business men, and it is simply 
a question of time when the iniquities of 
the present currency system will force 
the business sentiment of the country 
to the acceptance of the democratic plan 
as the only hope of relief from the pres- 
sure of existing conditions. 

The work of the bankers’ convention 
was a long step forward, and when the 


‘fact is taken into consideration that 


this convention is but a little more than 
a year removed from the last presiden- 
tial campaign, when “agitation” was de- 
clared to be a menace to prosperity, the 
Significance of the resolutions adoptea 
is apparent. 

Those who will carefully read these 
resolutions and compare them with the 
attitude of the banks two years, or even 
one year, ago will find that in some of 
the declarations material advance is 
made. And it is a step in the right 
direction, and therefore gratifying. It 
is especially gratifying to The Consti- 


, tution, which has for years argued for 


some of the reforms embodied in the 
resolutions indorsed by the convention. 
‘It is hardly necessary to say that we 
do not believe in the retiremefit of the 
greenbacks. But we do not propose to 
discuss this matter here and now.

. Of The Constitution’s constant demand 


for a dozen years that the right of the 
state banks to issue credit notes should 
be restored? ‘And what is Mr. Dods- 
worth’s demand for the abolition of the 
bond guaranty but a repetition of sug- 
gestions made in The Constitution over 
and over again? But this bond guaran- 
ty has been declared by eastern. finan- 
ciers to be the very essence of security 
and saiety—a sacred thing and not to be 
disturbed. 

But the working of this guaranty ab- 
solutely weakens any southern commu- 
nity that takes advantage of it. For 
instance, let us suppose that Griffin, or 
Albany, or even Atlanta, desires to have 
another national bank with $100,000 cap- 
ital. As the bond market is to the 
north of us, $115,000 in cash must be 
taken out of the community to buy the 
bonds, and of that amount only $90,000 
ean be issued in notes. This sort of 
thing has passed for “banking” for so 
long that a great many well-meaning 
men have come to believe’ that it is 
banking. Ina quiet and courteous way 
Mr. Dodsworth gave the absurd law a 
most tremendous dressing down, and the 
bankers applauded him! Surely there 
is promise of better things when such 
events take place in broad daylight and 
in public. When an idol is jeered at, 
its destruction is only a question of time. 

The speech of Mr. Dodsworth was a 
long step forward, but the convention 
went further. It not only adopted Mr 
DeSaussure’s resolutions (on ‘the prac- 
tical features of which we have already 
commented at length), but adopted a 
resolution in behalf of a banking and 
financial system under which banks with 
a capital of $25,000 and over may issue 
notes to circulate as money on com- 
mercial assets! Think of that—com- 
mercial assets. 

Why, when The Constitution talked 
about commercial assets as the basis of 
bank notes (including the property lia- 
bility of individual stockholders), a na- 
tional banker wrote us a note inquiring 
why we didn’t come out for the sub- 
treasury plan of the alliance, which he 
averred was “something better.” But 
now, behold! The Constitution was only 
a few years in advance, and the proces- 
sion has not only caught up, but is 
trying to pass us in the road! 

It is but the evolution of the inevit- 
able, and the long step forward taken by 
the southern bankers convinces us that, 
in good time, and in their own interests, 
they will be willing to accept the dem- 
ocratic plan of currency reform, which 
will not only take the government out 
of the banking business, but will take 
the banks out of the government busi- 
ness and enable them to issue their 
credit notes on the sound and enduring 
basis of coin redemption. 

This is a part of the gratification The 
Constitution gets out of the interesting 
convention of southern bankers. 
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sndustries Migrating Southward. 


In commenting upon the migration of 
industries The New York Commercial- 
Advertiser dwells at some length upon 
the tendency to move southward which 
the iron and cotton industries of this 
country have exhibited in recent years. 

With respect to the iron industry the 
New York paper observed that its field 
has shifted from the Atlantic coast to 
the vicinity of the great lakes end the 
southern mountains, -where coal and 
iron ore lie in close touch wiih each 
other. While this observant paper does 
not go so far as to say that the iron in- 
dustry in the south is still in its infancy, 
and that infinite possibilities wait upon 
it in the near future, such is neverthe- 
less the case; for with the developmen? 
of the marvelous resources of this sec. 
tion, the iron industry is bound to in- 
crease in its proportions. In regard to 
the southward migration -of the cotton 
industry, The New York Commercial- 
Advertiser says: 

The enormous increase of cotton mills tn 
the south from 667,000 spindles in 1880 to 
4,100,000 now has been attracting attention 
for the last decade, but it is only within 
a year or two that its effect upon the New 
England industry has begun to be entici- 
pated, and it is only now that practical 
demonstration of that effect is elven. The 
cut of wages in the New FEngland mills, «in 
the midst of increasing industrial prosper- 
ity, with demand for product inc easing 
and raw material lower then for years, is 
a flag of distress, a sign of migration of 
the industry to a more favorable seat, 
where labor and power are cheaper, trades 
unionism is leSs arrogant and coal and raw 
material are close at hand. The cotton 
manufacture of the country ts about to 
move to the south, as the iron industry 
moved to the west. 

The result will be. cheaper production, 
lower prices and a more extended mierket. 
The largest effect of migration of the iron 
industry was production so cheap and price 
so low that jit not only conquered the hume 
market, but disdained tariff protection ard 
invaded that of the world... The same re- 
sult may be expected in time with ecctton. 
The expected strikes in New Engiand cot- 
ton mills will announce cheaper cotton 
goods and the completior. of the migration 
of the industry to the south will premise 
the long-looked-for export of our great 
southern product in cloth instead ef bales. 

What is true of the iron and cotton 
industries will also in time become true 
of other industries in this country, for 
nature has lavishly endowed the soil 
of this section and made it the store- 
house of unlimited possibilities. 
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Paying for Their Folly. 


The 10 per cent reduction of wages 
at Fall River is accompanied by the an- 
nouncement that the cut will apply ae 
well to the salaries of the cotton mill 
officials. 

This is supposed to be a case of self- 
sacrifice on the part of those officials, 
but Thé Springfield Republican points 
out that a reduction of 10 per cent in 
wages that do not average $8 a week is 
a far more distressing event than a 16 
per cent reduction in a salary of $10,000 
a year, which is the rate usually paid to 
a manager or treasurer. 

‘fhe truth is, there is no self-sacrifice 
in it. If we are to have a display o1 
humanity on the part of managers of in- 
dustries, let it be in a shape calculatea 
to invite applause. For instance, a cut 
of 5 per cent in wages, and a reduction 
of 40 per cent in big salaries, woula 
commend itself to those who sympathize 
with labor. 

Thus far there have been no symptoms 
of a strike at Fall River. Five years 
ago, such a reduction would have re- 
sulted in a strike of all the operatives. 
But five years ago such a reduction was 
not necessary. 
changed. “Sound” money times have 
taught the operatives the saddest les- 


son of fhéir lives, hamely, that organi- 


gation is powerless 


of labor and its products. A strike 
would do them no good. The mills 
would save money by the operation, and 
the strikers would starve. 

One of the first and most striking feat- 
ureg of republican prosperity is the in- 
auguration of pauper wages among 
American workiggmen. We have heard 
a good deal first and last about the pau- 
per wages of Europe, but before the 
end of Mr. McKinley’s administration we 
shall see them fastened on the wage- 
earners of the country in every sphere 
of labor. 

And it is not a slow process. During 
the past four years the work of reduc- 
tion has been going on everywhere. At 
first, it went on in an indirect way. Men 
were discharged, hours were cut down. 
but wages remained the same. But 
this was not satisfactory to the gold 
god. It demanded more. Consequently, 
more men were discharged, and the 
hours further shortened. But this was 
not enough. Wages had to be reduced, 
and the reduction has been going on 
steadily. Wage-earners cannot help 
themselves. ‘Ihe gold god has them in 
its mighty grip. 

Another manifestation is in the growth 
of trusts and combines. The owners 
of the gold god are taking timely ad- 
vantage of their power to “feenance’ 
certain industries and mold them into 
one. Under the gold regime, compe- 
tition is too deadly. Small capitalists 
must go out of business or become 3 
part of a trust. Ali this is going or. 
before the people’s eyes. It is called 
republican ,prosperity. It Is only one 
of the many deadly phases of McKinley 
ism. 

The workingmen of the country are 
directly responsible for all these things 
They whooped it up for the gold god 
and his adherents, and now they are 
paying dearly for it. And they have 
only begun to pay! 


An Inter-American Bank. 

On the line of encouraging more inti- 
mate trade relations between the United 
States and the various South American 
countries, Mr. Eugene Seeger, the Unit- 
ed States consul general to Brazil, con- 
tends that what is more urgently needed 
than anything else at the present time 
to improve these trade relations is the 
establishment of an _ inter-American 
bank. 

This idea is not original with the con- 
sul general, but is the outgrowth of pro- 
tracted study on the part of several 
leading business men and financiers ih 
both divisions of the hemisphere. With 
the firm conviction that the proposed 
international bank is the remedy for ex- 
isting troubles, Consul General Seeger 
intends to bend his official energies in 
the direction of securing its establish- 
ment. As outlined by the consul gen- 
eral, the proposed ‘institution requires 
no assistance from the United States 
government other than the granting of 4 
charter which will enable it with clearly 
defined powers to engage in the busi- 
ness of international banking. Writing 
to Consul General Seeger in regard to 
the project, ex-Congressman Charles R. 
Flint, one of New York’s most success- 
ful business men, says: 

In order to secure capital it would be 
necessary to have the prestige that would 
come from the carrying out of the recom- 
mendations of the international conference, 
which substantially committed all of the 
American republics to favor ‘ihe _ inter- 
national American bank and its branches. 
Three committees on banking and cur- 
rency of the house of representatives have 
reported unanimously in favor of granting 
such a charter, and I do not see why the 
idea of increasing our exports and market- 
ing the products of our farms and facturies 
with our southern neighbors should not be 
favored by all of our legislaturs. The in- 
ternational bank being’ established, it 
would naturally follow that capitalists in- 
terested in the bank would take an interest 
in the establishment of a steamship line 
that wou:d not only run to Brazil, tut 
would do as the English lines do, circle 


/Latin America. 


Mr. Flint further adds that with fed- 
eral recognition and encouragement, it 
will be easy enough to raise several mil- 
lion dollars in making up the capital 
stock oi the proposed institution. Other 
prominent business men and financiers 
have made similar assurances to the con- 
sul general, and with the marked en- 
couragement which his project has re- 


reived, the consul general feels warrant- | 


ed in pushing matters vigorously. What- 
ever the proper solution of existing diffi- 
culties in the way of inter-American 
commerce may be, the project of Con- 
sul General Seeger cannot fail to chal- 
lenge the attention of all who are inter- 
ested-in the subject. 


To issue notes on commercial assets!

Mr. W. Iz M. Austin, clerk in charge of 
raflway postal car on the Southern rail- 
way between Atlanta and Charlotte, has 
recently completed a series of postal ex- 
aminations, in which he succeeded in 
making one of the most remarkable 
records ever made in the history of the 
railway mail service. 

Under the civil service regulations each 
railway postal clerk is required to put up 
certain examinations covering all ‘the post- 
offices of the states to which mail is dis- 
tributed from the car or route worked by 
such clerk. Three years’ time is allowed 
by the department’ for the completion of 
these examinations, and to entitle the clerk 
to promotion he must make an average of 
95 per cent. Mr. Austin put up the entire 
series in two months, sixteen separate ex- 
aminations, coving all the postoffices of 
six states—Georgia, South Carolina, North 
Carolina, Mississippi, Louisiana and Ala- 
bama, aggregating 12,128 postoffices. The 
t.me taken by Mr. Austin in the sixteen 
— was four hours and fifty-four 
minutes, averagin forty- : 
tributed to the mairen he gg 
series Was put up solid, not one error in 
the handling of the 12,00 cards—100 per 
cent all through—a feat which seems al- 
most incredible, and @ record which has 
never been equaled in the United States. 

Mr. Austin some years ago won the 
gold medai offered by Postmaster General 
Wanamaker for highest record in com- 
petitive examinations, but his recent record 
surpasses that made in winning the post- 
master general’s medal. Mr. Austin is a 
graduate of the state university.

As the day 
begins on the earth at midnight on the 
180th meridian east or west of Grenwich, 
the new century will first begin on this me- 
ridian at midnight of Monday, December 
31, 190. This time corresponds to Green- 
wich mean noon of Monday, or to 6 o’clock. 
a. m,. 90th meridian time of the same day. 
In a civil and popular sense, Atlanta will 
first meet the new century at midnight of 
Monday night in 90th meridian time, but 
as the mean solar time for Atlanta differs 
fruin the 90th meridian time 22 minutes 27 
seconds; in a strict chronological and 4as- 
tronomi¢al gense the new century will be- 
gin at Atlanta 22 minutes and 27 seconds 
before midnight by the 90ta meridian time.

The Americus Herald contends that it 
does not matter what views on national is- 
sues are held by the democratic nominees 
for state offices next year. Other papers 
have recentiy put forth the same ideas, 
though none other has come under our 
notice which goes so far as to contend 
that those who accepted the Chicago plat- 
form without believing in its principles 
are better democrats than those who have 


all the time been heart and soul in accord 


with its declarations. It is hardly neces- 
sary to answer these statements further 
than to point out that if such views are 
carried/to their logical conclusion, then a 
republican or a populist, if honest and 
capable, could fill the executive chair of 
this leading democratic state with equal 
acceptability. But we hardly believe that 
the coming democratic convention will 
agree to this, and we are quite sure that 
the great rank and file of the party holds 
a contrary opinion. 

We are not disposed to insist too stren- 
uously that all the candidates for state 
house Offices shall have been original free 
silver men, though we believe it to be a 
strong claim in their favor if they can 
show that they are thus in perfect har- 
mony with their party on the leading is- 
sues of the day. There is some merit in 
the argument that the duties they have to 
fulfill are merely functional and that integ- 
rity and capacity should be the first test. 

But as regards the governorship, there 
are other matters to consider that our ccn- 
temporary has evidently overlooked. The 
man who is nominated for that office be- 
comes the leader of the party, both during 
the campaign and after his inauguration. 
Not only should he be a fit champion of 
the platform adopted, but his known vicws 
as well as his political speeches are held 
to be of equal weight with that platform, 
both by the voters of the state and by the 
outside world. 

With the convict problem definitely set-

The Pennsylvania Fire has withdrawn its 
two special agents from membership in the 
lilinois state board of fire underwriters. 
Manager Barry claimed he had been pro- 
tecting his business and the board thought 
that was not the proper name for it. 


Underwriters are taking a deep interest 
in the bill to establish a division in the 
treasury department at Washington for the 
reguiation of insurance among the several 
states. The bill was introduced by Sena- 
tor Platt, of Connecticut, this week. 

The bill is comprehensive. It applies to 
all insurance companies doing business out- 
side the state in which they are organized, 
but an exemption is made of strictly bene- 
ficial orders. 

The head of the proposed division is to be 
known as the United States commissioner 
of insurance, to be appointed by the presi- 
dent for a term of four years. He is to in- 
Quire into the management and financial 
condition of all the insurance corporations, 
and is given broad powers of investigation. 

Biginning with January, 1899, he is to 
secure from all life insurance companies 
&@ list of life policies then in force, their 
value, etc. A government actuary is pro- 
vided for. His duty is to compute valua- 
tions, and a small charge is made on the 
insurance companies to cover this item of 
expense. The commissioner ig also to keep 
track of foreign laws relating to insurance, 
to prohibit insolvent companies from doing 
interstate business, etc., and he is to make 
sunilar reports on fire companies.

Congressman Fowler Heartily Appreves 
the Convention's Work,

Casbier DsSaussure Says Good Re- 


sults Are Sure To Follow. 


THE PRODUCERS WANT CHEAPER FUNDS 


Movement Inaugurated Will Not Be- 
come Idle and the Plan Wiil 
Be Vigorously Pushed.

Nearly all the visiting bankers left last 
night for their homes, after spending a 
pleasant day of social enjoyment. Among 
those who left during the afternoon were 
Congressman Fow'er, of New York, ana 
Mr. Jules Carr, of North Carolina. 

Both approved the plan which had been 
a¥cpted in the convention the day before. 
My. Carr indorsed that part of {t which 
prapose to give more money to the people. 
He\did not approve the singie standard 
idea 

“Tye present system of currency «and of 
banking is thoroughly wrong,” ssid -he. 
‘“Herg in the south we have no: enough 
money Up in the north they are Lever off 
and ybe they can get along wiih one 
standal. I am for free silver and some 
other things, too, with which sii my 
banker friends do not agree. 

“I got ny ideas of political economy in 
the sleepi\g cars at night and in the oilice. 
I didn’t a it at school, but my views 
came from contact with the worid «nd 
there were some hard knocks in it. It was 
said of a Sats general that he was great 
because he \was one of the people. He 
knew them.\The bankers and nanciers 
who would attempt to solve the financia! 
problem of today ought to know the j:euple 
and not think altogether of what they 
themselves waht.”’ 

Mr. George K, DeSaussure, the father of 
the plan adoptai, received congratulations 
from every sidé@ all day. 

He said that \he was entirely satisfied 
with the outcome of the convention. He be- 
lieved that the Ate step had been taken 
and he was e:@cially glad to see that 
there was no sectlonalism in the delibera- 
tions. 

Mr. DeSaussure s21id that his plan con- 
temp'ates allowing . bank to issue notes 
against its own ecredit—without having to 
put up bonds against ‘all the issue. ‘‘Here 


is a national bank which buys $100,000 of” 


bonds. It has to pay $128,000 for the bonds 
because they are at a premium. The bank 
can issue only $9,000 against that invest- 
ment and $5,000 of that is held in the treas- 
ury. My idea is to authorize a bank to 
issue on its commercial cerdit. That would 
give us a flexible currency. The volume 
would be increased and the interest would 
be lower. Real estate and every other 
form of property would increase in value. 
You would find a marked advance in the 
values of real estate here in ‘Atlanta and 
everywhere. As money would be chehper, 
a large volume of business would be trans- 
acted and the country would certainly bd 
more prosperous.” 

Congressman Fowler stated that if some 
such plan could be enacted into law Atlanta 
alone would be saved a large interest 
charge on $16,000,000. That is there would 
be a decrease in the rate of itterest. Mr. 
Fowler has a plan of his own which is 
very much on the lines of the Atlanta plan. 
‘He favors an issue of governmekt bonds at 
2 per cent. These he would make the basis 
of the currency issue. Say the banks of 
Atlanta have an authorized capital of $5,000,- 


000. He would permit them to issue notes 


to the amount of 25 per cent of their capi- 
tal, these notes to bear 1 per céntiinterest. 
Then he would let them issue $1,250000 more 
notes bearing 2 per cent tax and thus in- 
creasing the interest or tax as the amount 
of issue was enlarged. ‘When thére was 
no demand for money the banks’ would 
draw in their notes, but when a stringency 
approached the banks would put out their 
issues. The trouble under our present plan 
is that when a panic approaches the people 
who own money begin to call it in. This 
increases the stringency just when there 
ought to be an expansion of the curreney. 
We want to reverse that. It is feasible, 
too. I think there is a fair chance of get- 
ting some remedial legislation at this ses- 
sion of congress. All parties recognize the 
fact that something should be done. It 8 
desirable that the best thing should be 
done. If partisans will lay aside th@ir 
sectional or party feeling and try to t 
together on cornmon ground for the ge#- 
eral good of the whole country we can 
legislate in a way which will solve the pro#® 
lem. The southern states can save the 
whole country if they will and take up 
some such plan as has been recommended 


by southern bankers. 4,

TWO GIVE BOND AND QNE GOES FREE 


Marshals of College Park and Fair- 
burn and a Negro Boy Will Be 
the Witnesses. 


Three men in a wagon, to say nothing of 
the mule, came to grief day before yester- 
day on the road. between Atlanta and 
Fairburn. Their lack of superstition prob- 
ably caused them to be discovered in their 
wickedness. They had counterfeit money 
in their possession and the coin that they 
carried consisted of thirteen silver, or 
ratner pewter, dollars. Where and how 
they got the money wiil be decided by the 
United States court, for the men were 
bound over yesterday by.Judge Broyles. 

The three men, A. L. Mimms, J. B, Rob- 
erts and C. L. Martin, were arrested near 
Fairburn day before yesterday and brought 
up to be tried before Judge Broyles yes- 
terday. 

Roberts and Martin are citizens of Pal- 
metto; they say, and M‘mms hails from 
Atlanta. The evidence showed plainly that 
M:mms was the victim of circumstances, 
and the fact that he joined two strangers 
that he knew nothing of got him into 
trouble. He was the good dog Tray. The 
testimony developed the fact that Roberts 
and Martin came up to Atlanta in a wagon 
to bring a family from Palmetto. Mimms 
Was out of work here and saw he had an 
opportunity to get to Palmetto end maybe 
find employment in the factory there. Rob- 
erts and Mart'n agreed to take him to Pal- 
metto and he got in the wagon with them. 
Right there was where he made his m.s- 
take, The party of three left Atlanta in 
the best of spirits and with a bottie of 
spirits to assist in keeping up their spirits. 
The spirits in the bottle being consumed 
before they reached College Park, their 
natural spirits began to sink, and they de- 
cided to find wine-to cheer them up. Rob- 
erts and Martin were engaged in steering 
the mule, so Roberts gave Mimms §1 to 
‘go and buy the wine. Mimms went to a 
store and purchased cider to the amount 
of 15 cents. He gave the merchant the 
dollar, but the vender of the cider pro- 
nounced the money counterfeit and made 
Mimms give him good money. Mimms car- 


+ ried the money ‘back to Roberts and said 


that it was not good. Reberts remarked 
that some one had passed it off on him. 
and Mimms did not think any more 
about it. 

His thoughtlessness got tim into trouble, 
for the marshal at College Park telephoned 
to the marshal at Fairburn to look out 
for three fellows driving a blind mule; 
that they would be down that way, and 
that he wanted them arrested for attempt- 
ing to pass counterfeit money. Sure 
enough the wagon hove in sight of Fair- 
burn and the shrewd Marshal went out ‘to 
arrest the three men. He did not want te 
make any mistake, so he told them that 
they had been accused of having counter- 
feit money, and told them to show the 
dollar that they tried to pass at College 
Park. Roberts readily consented to do 
this and he took two good dollars out of 
his pocket and let the marshal gaze on 
them. This was enough evidence for the 
Sherlock Holmes of Fairburn and he told 
the men to go on their way. They would 
have been safe had it not been for a little 
lynx-eyed negro. No sooner had the wa- 
gon started on ‘ts way than the coon saw 
on the side of the road a small sack, and 
of course he picked it up. When questioned 
about it yesterday, he said: 

“De fust time I saw dat bag was when 
J found hit. I put it in my pocket de fust 
thing, and den J gabe it to Chester.”’ 

Chester Harvey was the young boy that 
got the bag, and he took it to the marshal. 
The bag was found to contain thirteen 
pewter dollars, and after the marsha) and 
half the town had examined it, he decided 
to follow the men and arrest them. This 
he did and they were brought up to At- 
lanta yesterday to stand trial. 

Roberts, according to the testimony, was 
the man who dropped the bag of spurious 
coin by the roadside. He said that he 
dropped it because he did not want it 
found on his person. He also said that he 
had found the bag by the roadside abouf 
two months ago, while walking with Mar. 
tin. It was shown by wtnesses from Pal- 
metto that he had passed some of the dol- 
lars in that place. , 

When Roberts got on the stand he sworé 
himself into jail and Martin refused to 
make any statement. 
Roberts and Martin under a $500 bond each 
to appear before the United States court. 
He said that while he was satisfied about 
their guilt, he was not about Mimms, and 
let him sign his own bond to appear be- 
fore the court.

Blackburn Shows Where He Found the 
Steinan Goods. 


—— 


THE ASSETS BADLY SCATTERED 


Murder ef Ponder and Robbery of the 
Store Are Reviewed. 


STEINAU DELIVERED NO PROPERTY AT ALL 


Parties Who Hold Goods Have Given 
Bond in Many Instances To 
Secure the Creditors. 


Receiver B. R, Blackburn has filed his 
report in the superior court showing the re- 
sult of his efforts to vollect the scattered 
Assets and stock of the Louis Steinau bus- 
iness. The report is doubly interesting and 
of importance te those concerned in the 
litigation, since it reviews the murder of 
Policeman Ponder and recites the history 
of the robbery and the breaking of the of- 
fice safe. 

Mr. Blackburn was appointed temporary 
receiver of the three stores corfducted by 
Louis Steinau on the afternoon that Police- 
man Ponder was killed. Receiver Black- 
burn had just closed the wholesale house 
On Wall street and gone home, when he 
was informed of the murder of the officer. 
When he reached the store he says he 
found a large and excited crowd at the 
piace and on the floor was the dead police- 
man. The office safe, which had been lock- 
ed only a few minutes before, was open 
and the papers and books were strewn 
about the floor. What was taken from the 
safe will doubtless never be known, as the 
receiver had not taken an inventory of its 
contents. 

It was not until the next day that Re- 
ceiver Blackburn found an opportunity to 
demand from Louis Steinau the assets of 
his business. Steinau was in the police 
station when the demand was made by the 
receiver and the former declared that he 
had nothing of value which he could de- 
liver. The receiver has since not been able 
to secure anything of personalty from 
Steinau. 

The report shows that the receiver has se- 
cured the following goods: 

From Ernest Naylor, 5,000 to 6,000 cigars, 
three broken barrels of whisky and five 
casks of beer. Demand Was made, but pos- 
session was refused. 

Under an order of court twenty-five cases 
of whisky were obtained from C. O. Tyner, 
who claimed no interest in the property. 

From 'D. C. Loeb were secured five casks 
of whisky, Loeb releasing all interest in 
the property. 

From Walter O’Quinn 4,500 cigars were 
secured. O’Quinn claimed he received the 
cigars from Steinau as payment for salary 
which was past due. 

From the cold storage warerooms of 
Carroll & Long a large amount of beer 
was taken by the receiver and sold. 

From Isaac Schoen a large amount of 
whisky was secured, Schoen releasing al! 
title and interest to the property. 

The receiver shows in his report that he 
has all of the property in his possession 
fully covered with f!nsurance and at the 
wholesale house on Wall street the proper- 
ty is being watched by a special officer.

resolutions introduced a resolution which 
had been prepared and submitted by Dele- 
gate W. E. Kliapaseky, of the Journeymen 
Barbers’ 
Federation of Labor to give its earnest en- 
couragement to the proposed legislation in 
behalf of the union barbers of the country. 
The resolution was discussed by several 


delegates and finally referred to the state | 


branches without recommendation. 
One of the most important reports of the 


session was that of the special committee | 


on convict labor. It was the sense of the 


committee that the employment of con- | 


vict labor should be primarily for self- 
support, and at the furthest for the mak- 
ing of goods which should be used in state 
institutions. The concentration of convict 
labor upon special industries has proven 
a great menace to tne honest laborer, who 
is forced to low wages by the competition 
of the cheap convict article. The recent 
legislation of the state of Pennsylvania on 
the subject is to be commended. It is pro- 
vided that not more than 5 per cent of 
the prisoners of the state shall be employed 
in any one industry, and the introduction 
of labor saving machinery is forbidden. 
The Southwick bill, which is the bill intro- 
duced before congress, embodies the ideas 
of the committee, and it is recommended 
that it be sanctioned by the federation. 
This bill provides an eight-hour day for 
the prisoner, and will permit only a smatll 
percentage of convicts to be employed in 
one industry.

As to Colored Workingmen. 

The negro question occupied the majority 
portion %1 the session and a heated dis- 
cussion was brought on.by a resolution 
introduced by Heary Lioyd, reaffirming 
the deciaraticns of the federation that all 
labor without regard to color is welcome 
te. its ranks—cerouncing as untrue in fact 
the reported statement of Booker T. Wash- 
ington—that the trades unions were placing 
obstacles in the way of the material ad- 
vancement of the negro and appealing to 
the recotds of federation conventions as 
cumplete answers ty such false assertions. 

This regdiutien* ceused much spwzited 
dscussion. Itclegare Jores, of Augusta, 
Ga., spoke, claimiing that the white laborer 

i gould not compete with the negro laborer, 
‘though organization would improve condi- 
tluws rater‘ally. 

President Gon pers tcok part in the dis- 
cussion, explaining tha’ the movement was 
not against tre negro laborer, but against 
the cheap iuboarer, anu that the textile 
workers of the eas: had been compelled to 
contribute cf the'c means to teach laborers 
in the south the benefits of organization. 
He also made the point that the capitalists 
would profit by the failure of negro ijaborers 
to organize, thus making the negro an im- 
peiiment to their mx vement. 

Henry Lloyd said he did not ask white 
laborers to take negroes into their homes, 
but true trades unionism did not ask ques- 
tions of color; that the intention of the 
resolution was not to bring up-the ques- 
vion of the color line, bu: it was against 
the words of Booker T. Washington that 
tre resolution wus aimea. 

C. P. Frahey, a Nashville delegate, in- 
‘sisted that the negro was not the equal of 
the white man socially or-industrially ~~ 

James O’Connell and P. J. McGuire spoke 
for the resolution. The latter insisted that 
{ Booker T. Washington was attempting to 
i put the negro before the public as the vic- 
tim of gross injustice and himself as the 
Moses of the race. 

Mr. D. Ratchford insisted that drawing 
the color line would be an almost fatal 
biow to the miners’ organization. 

W. D. Mahon charged that Jones was not 
& representative of southern trades union- 
ism, having just joined the ranks. Jones 
then in his own defense declared he did 
not oppose the negro, but did contend that 
the negro laborer was lower than the 
white, citing an Atlanta case where whites 
and blacks had been jointly employed 
and the whites struck. He wanted to know 
if there had been any efforts made in the 
west to organize Chinese who came in con- 
filet with union labor. 

President Gompers then ruled that the 
discussion must cease.

He, 
on the part of Doorkeeper Martin, bespoke 
the tender feeling of that soldier for the 
other. 

Mr. Blalock, for Mr. Williford, in words 
eloquent and earnest, thanked Mr.: Martin 
for the handsome tribute of his love. He 
said he had watched the two old soldiers’ 
frienaship and he could not tell which leved 
the other the best. ; 

Mr. ‘Martin then made a few remarks with 
tears st down this cheeks. Mr. 
Williford then thanked his brither door- 
keeper for the present. 

The eloquent remarks by Mr. Blalock and 
Mr. Jenkins and their references to the 
confederacy, which they both said was net 
dead, but only sleeping and that the cause 
for which the two soldiers bled was as 
dear as ever/to the southern heart, touched 
the feelings of the members.

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LEbT OF TILLMAN’S DISPENSARY 


Owes the School Fund Large Amount. 
Prohibitionists Active. 


Columbia, 8. C., December 1§.—( Special. )— 
The financial statements of the dispensary 
have been matters which uninitiated ex- 
perts and lawyers have labored over for 
four years without satisfactory resuit. 
The earned profits paid, the unearned 
profits and the earned but unpaid being 
factors hard to reduce to a satisfactory 
cash balance. 

Governor Tiulman’s estimate, it will be 
remembered, was $250.000 for the state the 
first year, and $500,000° each succeeding 
yq@ar, which would reduce the taxes just 
one-half. A dispensary official on the in- 
side, after going over the figures carefully, 
became. communicative to a reporter and 
Rave some long desired information, which 
will be valuable to the members of the leg- 
islature when they meet next month. . i 

“The total profits,” he said, “according 
to the books from the inauguration of the 
dispensary, July, 1898, to October 1, 1897, 
amounted to $553,311. But of this amount 
$267,000 has been paid into the state treasu- 
ry, $288,000 being still due. That is the 
Whole thing in a nutshell. 

“The dispensary now has to its credit 
$78,000, one-third of which the board in- 
tends tg pay into the treasury to the credit 
of the school fund in a few days. The pres- 
ent stock in state and county dispensaries 
may be valued at $300,000 in round numbers. 
If no accident happened to the stock and 
the dispensary had to close out, I feel cer- 
‘ain the dispersary conld liquidate and 
have a very handsome bonus left.”’ 

When the constitutional convention met, 
{t was claimed that there was $192,000 in 
back profits. On April 1, 1896, when the 
board of control, elected by the previous 
legislature to take the management of the 
business out of the hands of the’ governor 
and commissioner, took charge, Commis- 
sioner Nixon's figures showed an “accrued” 
profit of $236,000. It was only then that the 
$50,000 Borrowed from the state to start the 
business was paid back, :

CLERK GREENE MAKES REPORT 


Statemen: of City Licenses for Last 
Year Is Now Ready. 


BUSINESS HAS INCREASED 


Whirky Lines, However, Show Quite 
a Decided Decrease During 
the Year. 


City Clerk W. D. Greene has prepared 
his report of the license department of the 
tmunicipal government for’ year ending No- 
vember ist. The figures are a good ex- 
ponent of the volume of business done in 
the city, and show a decided decrease in 
some lines and a good increase in others. 

The retail whisky business seems to have 
suffered more than any other. The claim 
of the liquor men that business was dull 
during the recent liquor controversy seems 
to have been well founded. The record 
shows a decrease of $8,256.38 in licenses 
granted over last year. 

This means that there are not as many 
snioons in operation now as there were in 
1896. "he wholesale traffic shows a decrease 
Of only $37.50. 

The revenue from drays and hacks has 
also decreased. This is either on account 
of a smaller number of hacks in the city 
or less diligence on the part of the License 
inspector. A large number of hacks went 
to Nashville, however, when the exposition 
opened, and this is probably the cause of 
part of the deficiency. 

‘the gereral business licenses have increas- 
ed $5,653.01, which indicates that there are 
a larger number of small business estab- 
lishments than before. The commission 
and insurance returns have also increased 
tc a large extent, resulting in a great in- 
crease in the volume of business in the 
clerk’s office. 

City Clerk Greene, Deputy Clerk W. D. 
Campbell and Bookkeeper J. P. Foster de- 
serve credit for the excellent manner in 
which they have handled the department, 
as is evidenced by the record which they 
have made.

APPOINTED TO JUDGESHIP. 


Mr. Harvey Parry Made Judge of City 
Court of DeKalb. 


Governor Atkinson yesterday appointed 
Mr. Harvey S. Parry judge of the city 
court of DeKalb county. His term begins 
on the Ist of next month, to continue for 
four years. The appointment was confirm- 
ed by the senate a few hours after it was 
made by the governor. The b ll introduced 
by Mr. Henderson, of DeKalb, to abol!sh 
the court, will not be passed, it ‘s sa‘d. 

The race for the city court bench was 

entered by five candidates from DeKalb. 
The candidates in the race were Mr. Har- 
vey Parry, Judge Hal Jones, the present 
‘ncumbent; Judge Ralph EB. Wright, R. W. 
Milner, mayor of Lithonia, and O. W. 
Mitchell, of Edgewood. 
‘ The court has been a part of the ma- 
chinery of the county for four years and 
has done much to relieve the work of 
the superior court. It has jur.sdiction over 
civil suits to the amount of $1,000 and of 
all misdemeanors. The sessions are held 
every sixty days, and in this way the 
ja‘l is kept empty of all misdemeanor pris- 
oners. | 

The salary attached to the position is 
$1,000 a year. A bili was introduced in 
the senate to have a solicitor general ap- 
pointed for the court, but it was. not 
brought up for final passage. 

Mr. Parry, who will take his seat on the 
bench early in the new year, has been in 
the practice of law for eleven years, but 
has devoted the greater part of his time 
to court reporting and has been the stenog- 
rapher of the Stone Mountain circuit for 
many years.

THE PASSING GOSSIP 
OF CORPORAL PETE. 


“There comes Corporal Pete, and he looxs 
as if he was loaded with talk,” whispered 
the station sergeant as old man Pete Pion 
entered the police barracks last night. 

The genial old gossip sized up his au- 
dience as he took a proffeved chair. 

“While 1 was walking out in the cemetery 
this afternoon.” began the ‘old man, “I 
couldn't help but feeling a bit ashamed of 
Atlanta for having the grave of her first 
mayor without ‘any kind of a monument. 
[ looked down at the grave of Moses W. 
Formwalt, at Oakland, and I thought of 
the time when he was the proud wearer 
of the honor of being the first man to pre- 
side over the first council. Oh, that was 
very long ago, but the good man shovld not 
be forgotten. It wouldn’t take much to 
raise a suitable stone, and upon it should 
be inscribed that ft was erected to the 
memory of our first mayor. There is noth- 
ing to mark the spot now at all, and no 
one could tell who was buried there unless 
a person informed stood near by to point 
it out. I say it is a pity.”’ 

Station Sergeant Bonnell was all atten- 
tion, and he said quickly: 

“I sodded that grave several times my- 
self when I used to be sexton, and I often 
wondered why the city had not erected 
some kind of a monument to the memory 
Of its first mayor.” 

‘Well, it should be done,” continued Cor- 
poral Pete, glad that he had struck one 
person who agreed with him for Atlanta's 
honor’s sake. “I do hope that somebody 
will take hold of the matter. You know 
that Formwalt was elected in 1848 for one 
year, that being the length of the office 
term, and the council elected with him was 
composed of Ben Bomar. Jonas Smith, R. 
W. Bullard, James A. Collins, Anderson 
Walton and Leonard C. Simpson. They 
are all dead—all dead. They began a city 
government which is today the pride of one 
hundred thousand people, and the man who 
was at the head of ft deserves a tribute to 
his memory; and I repeat that his grave at 
Oakland ought to have over it a fine marble 
shaft.”’ 

There had to be a pause to get a mateh 
to light the clay pipe, and when the taal 
was successfully accomplished, the old man 
proceeded: 

“Atlanta has, according to calculation, 
twelve mayors who have passed away, and 
they are: Formwalt, Bomar, William Mask&- 
ham, W. M. Butt, Allison Nelson, Will am 
Ezzard, Luther J. Glenn, J. I. Whitalser, 
T. F. Lowe, James M. Calhoun, C. C. Ham- 
mock and N. L. Angier. I don’t know 
whether or not old man Willis Buell ig 
dead, and if he is, that will make thirteen 
of them in their grayes. I suppose . Mr. 
Norcross is the oldest living ex-mayor. Do 
you krow Atlanta had.two mayors namei 
John Glern, and one.of tiem spelled the 
name with one N and. ihe other with two 
N’s? The first John Glen, who spelled & 
with cne N, was elected away back in 1856, 
and the other is our John Tom Glenn, who 
was mayor a few years ago. Tom Glenn's 
father was mayor in i858 and 1859, and this 
makes the third mayor by that name.’ 

The pipe had to be relit befure Corporal 
Pete took up the thread of his reminis- 
cences with the statement: 

“I do declare it has been a half century 
since Atlanta’s first mayor went into offlee. 
and when the next council takes its seat it 
will be called upon to celebrate the half- 
century birthday of the city’s government. 
What would be more appropriate than a 
resolution setting as.ide a few dollars fora 
monument to the memory of the first 
mayor, who went into office just fifty years 


> ago, and yet lies in an unmarked grave 


today ?’’ 

The old man made a motion to go, when 
he was asked to start a list to raise a sub- 
subscription for such a monument. But he 
replied: 

“No, there musn’t be anything like char- 
ity about it. That would spoil it all. The 
city should do it, for the city owes it to 
the man’s memory, and the fact that the 
city raised the monument should be plainty 
inscribed upon the stone.’’ 

The corporal took h's leave with the usual] 
good nights following him.
